‘TM JUST A ‘DEAD END KID’” 


E first saw her through 

the bars of a prison 
cell. She was only 17 years 
of age. Her crime—mur- 
der; her sentence—life 
imprisonment; her story 
—a common one. “I never 
knew my Mother,” she 
told us. “My Father was 
a ‘good for nothing.’ I 
longed for the affection of 
parents and family and I 
had no friends. In the end 
I went the way of the 
streets. NOBODY 
LOVED ME, FOR I WAS 
JUST A ‘DEAD END 
KID.’ ” How different her 
story might have been if 
someone had loved her and 
if someone had told her 
of the love of God for 
‘“‘dead end kids’’—the 
waifs and strays of Eu- 
rope. 

There are many such 
children and young people 
in Europe today. As a re- 
sult of the last war and 
its aftermath, tens of 
thousands of children 
were left homeless and 
parentless. Today, many 
of them are in their teens and because of the lack 
of parental guidance, have become habitual crimi- 
nals, robbing and thieving in order to live. It is 
among such children that the European Evange- 
listic Crusade is doing its utmost, with the limited 
resources available, to feed and to clothe them and 
to win them for Christ. 

We spoke to one youngster who even at his 
early age was a thief. We asked him his name 
and he replied, “I do not know my family name, 
but they call me Peter.” “Where are your 
parents?” With a shrug of his shoulders he 
uttered one simple word, “dead.” He rolled up his 
shirt sleeve and showed us a number tattooed on 
his arm dating back to the days of the concentra- 
tion camps. HE HAD A NUMBER—BUT HE 
HAD NO NAME. HE WAS JUST A “DEAD 
END KID.” 

On a frontier in Germany we met another 
ragged urchin whose story broke our hearts. He 
was only 12 years old. He told us “I am forced 
to cross the frontier night by night. I smuggle 
goods across and if I fail to bring anything back 
with me, I am beaten black and blue by the man 
who employs me. Today, I brought nothing back, 
and I am frightened to face him.” Here was a 
boy, little more than a child, fearful and trem- 
bling; a child who had come to a DEAD END in 
his life, typical of so many in Europe who need to 
know of the love of God, the tender care of par- 
ents and the atmosphere of a Christian home. 

In another town, we met a young girl suffering 
from a severe case of tuberculosis, and for whom 
the doctors had given up all hope. She said, “I wish

that I had never been: 
born, for I have no home 
and my parents are dead.” 
She continued, “the lepers 
were fortunate in the days 
of the Bible for they could 
tell Jesus of their disease. 
To whom can I go in the 
20th century? I have no 
Jesus to help me!” Here 
stood ANOTHER VIC- 
TIM OF THE LAST 
WAR, gripped with dis- 
ease, facing a DEAD END 
in her life with no shred 
of hope for the future. 
We put our arms around 
her, and as we told her 
of the One who would 
never leave her nor for- 
sake her, the peace of God 
flowed over her soul. 
Praise God, THE DEAD 
END had become AN 
OPEN WAY through 
Christ to the Father’s 
house! 

Christmas 1953 will 
soon be upon us, but what 
will Christmas mean to 
the neglected children of 
Europe? Did not Christ 
also die for them? Are 
they to be denied the spiritual, physical and moral 
blessings that God intended for His creatures? 

May God challenge you with this opportunity 
to become both Father and Mother to some neg- 
lected children in Europe who, frustrated and 
lonely and facing a DEAD END, will find the love 
of Christ through your kindness toward them. We 
must do something NOW to give them hope 
through the message of Christ’s love, together 
with immediate physical and moral help. “If a 
brother or sister be naked and destitute of daily 
food and ... ye give them not those things which 
are needful to the body; what doth it profit?” 
James 2:15.

The Lost Radiance of Christmas

HAVE promised my own soul a great treat before 

Christmas comes. With the specific intention of be- 
holding more and yet more of Christ’s glory, I am going 
to read and to re-read Matthew’s Gospel. Since I 
struck a new and seemingly inexhaustible vein of gold 
there, I have been so fascinated that the exploration 
is almost breathless. 

“Everywhere in this stateliest and most carefully 
wrought of Gospels,” so writes J. A. Findlay, “the royal 
dignity of the Christ is proclaimed. People draw near 
to Him before they speak, as into the presence of a 
king. Only the children and the publicans come to Him 
without the application of this ceremonious approach.” 

It begins with the reverential attitude of the Wise 
Men. “Where is he that is born King of the Jews? for 
we have seen his star in the east, and are come to wor- 
ship him.” “And when they were come into the house, 
they saw the young child with Mary his mother, and 
fell down and worshipped him.” 

Heightening the expectancy of his readers concern- 
ing the One who is born King of the Jews, Matthew 
records that Herod “was troubled and all Jerusalem 
with him.” Twice in his later narrative Matthew re- 
turns and lends us his perceptive eyes as he shows us 
an entire city shaken at the presence of Christ. First 
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it is Gadara: “And behold, all the city came out to 
meet Jesus: and when they saw him, they besought 
him that he would depart from their borders” (8:34 
AS.V.). And once again it is David’s city: “When 
he was come into Jerusalem, all the city was stirred, 
saying, Who is this?” (21:10 A.S.V.). 

It becomes clear that Matthew is the Holy Spirit’s 
chosen messenger to us, for he enables us to see into 
the human situation, and discern beneath the surface 
the kind of impact that Christ makes on a community. 
With penetrating vision, he enables our “clay-shuttered 
eyes” to perceive that the Wise Men have set the tone 
for the subsequent behavior of all manner of people 
who draw near into the kingly presence. The Wise Men 
fell down and worshipped Him at the story’s opening, 
and at the story’s close we read that the women “came, 
and held him by the feet, and worshipped him.” 

So important is it to feel the cumulative effect of the 
reverential regard in which suppliants hold this King 
of men that it is worth while to quote the exact words 
in several instances that lie between the birth and the 
resurrection. 

“And behold, there came to him a leper and wor- 
shipped him.” “While he spake these things unto them, 
behold, there came a ruler, and worshipped him, say-

ing, My daughter is even now dead: but come and lay 
thy hand upon her, and she shall live.” “But she came 
(a Canaanitish woman) and worshipped him, saying, 
Lord, help me.” “And when they were come to the 
multitude, there came to him a man, kneeling to him, 
and saying, Lord, have mercy on my son.” “Then came 
to him the mother of the sons of Zebedee with her sons, 
worshipping him, and asking a certain thing of him.” 
“There came unto him a woman having an alabaster 
cruse of exceeding precious ointment, and she poured 
it upon his head as he sat at meat.” All of these pre- 
pare our minds to recognize with what a consciousness 
of confronting a most unusual person, the Governor, 
Pilate, asked, “Art thou the king of the Jews?” 

Faulty the mother of James and John may have been 
in reading the Lord’s mind, but like the many and 
varied people who drew near, whether outsiders or 
privileged Jews, they reverenced in the Lord Jesus a 
kingliness that was more than their lips could express. 
The leper and the Syrophenician woman were “beyond 
the pale,” yet they seemed instinctively to know that 
Jesus actually was for them a new and living way from 
the outside to the inside. “There came unto him a 
centurion, beseeching him,” and there was given to him 
a sense of inward unworthiness before this more au- 
thoritative Ruler of disease and death. Like the wise 
and learned men from the Orient, this leader in war- 
fare from the West was aware of the kingly preroga- 
tives of Jesus—the lowly One who at his coming to 
Jerusalem riding upon an ass was to set up a ferment 
within the city that became as pervasive as yeast and 
more far-reaching than the deadliest explosive that 
man can ever invent. 

From Bethlehem we have run ahead through Mat- 
thew’s story, commencing with the men who were led 
by the Star. There was no haziness in their mind. They 
could state plainly why they had come. They had come 
to worship Him. 

Paradoxically enough, this is the hardest thing of all 
for us to do at Christmas—to worship Him. We shall be 
thoughtful and kind toward countless people; our time 
and energy and money will be lavishly given—the 
skillful advertisers along with our excited and feverish 
neighbors will see to that. Christmas is a social event 
like a swirling flood that sweeps everything before it. 


But worship will be the one attitude that will be ab- 
sent. That might not surprise us if it were true only of 
the business world, the stores and offices. But it will be 
true of most hospitals also. It will, alas, be true of most 
homes. And, sadder still, worship is an attitude that is 
becoming rare in those very churches that pride them- 
selves on being true to the whole counsel of God. Many 
churches are trying everything except worship. 

Let us learn from the Wise Men, and stop in our 
tracks during the Christmas season of 1953, and say to 
ourselves that the need of America and Canada today 1s 
a worshiping church. 

The irreverent familiarity with holy things that 
marks preachers, and songleaders—yes, and evangelists 
to children—in our time is a standing condemnation of 
our Western way of living. In the East, the Wise Men 
under the silent stars had learned more majestic 
thoughts of God. They brought their costliest gifts, gold 
and frankincense and myrrh, to the world’s Redeemer, 
and they did not noise abroad their own qualifications 
or wealth, nor did they enlarge upon the trouble they 
had taken or the sacrifice of time or career that might 
be involved. They fell down before the One who was 
God manifest in the flesh, and God was sure that their 
prostrate attitude was a mightier testimony to the royal 
dignity and majestic worth of the Anointed One than 
anything else they could have done. 

It has been said that “the church which stakes its 
future upon programs is a doomed church.” But why 
should any church that has a pulse of evangelical 
vitality doom itself or dishonor God? There is a more 
excellent way to make evangelism a power in the land. 
If only our congregations contain devout souls in large 
enough numbers, then will be enacted again the story 
of Stephen. Looking up steadfastly with radiant face, 
Stephen saw “the glory of God, and Jesus standing at 
the right hand of God.” That face beholding that glory 
and seeing Jesus was too much even for granite-like 
Saul. The worshiping Stephen split his opponent’s 
heart wide open. And the way forward in evangelism 
is the.way of the Wise Men and Stephen. As in Fin- 
ney’s time an entire city can be stirred again to inquire, 
not concerning the evangelist, but concerning the Lord’s 
Anointed King and mankind’s only Saviour, “Who is 


this?” Exp 
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In Detroit, after applying for a marriage license in 1942, 
Thomas J. Neary, 59, finally appeared at the county clerk’s 
office to claim his license, explained why he had waited 
eleven years: “We had a few disagreements about details 
- -. How many Christians there are who waste many more 
than eleven years because they refuse to allow the Lord to 
arrange the details of life. He must be a jealous svitor— 
jealous in the divine sense; not jealous of anything or any- 
body, but jealous for us, lest we choose the inferior.

Christian Testimony at Harvard 


HARVARD’S NEW LOOK 

With the influx of professors from 
the great universities of ‘Europe as 
a result of the curtailment of liber- 
ties during the past years, Harvard 
has, beyond question, become the 
number one university of the world. 
What happens there is of tremendous 
import to the nation and its leader- 
ship. Who’s Who lists a greater num- 
ber of men from Harvard in the 
leadership of American life than 
from any other several universities 
combined. 

The coming of a man with a Chris- 
tian testimony to the presidency of 
Harvard is, therefore, of vast im- 
portance. Harvard was founded as a 
Christian institution, and its seal 
shows the open Bible with the Latin 
word for truth. In the course of the 
last century it became Unitarian. 
President Eliot, best known for his 
five-foot shelf of books, despised 
evangelical Christianity. Conant was 
a great chemist, but showed no vital 
interest in things of the Christian 
faith, and, in his paragraph in Who’s 
Who, lists no religious affiliation. 

The new president of Harvard, 
Nathan M. Pusey, took over the af- 
fairs of the university this summer. 
In our August issue we noted that 
Pusey had declared that Lawrence 
College, Appleton, Wisconsin (where 
he was then president), “was founded 
and is still really motivated on the 
principle that God is the central 
fact in our universe.” At Harvard 
he was not slow in making his in- 
fluence felt. The president is the head 
of all the departments of Harvard 
and Pusey went to the opening of the 
theological seminary, the first time a 
Harvard president had done so since 
Eliot attended in 1909. Pusey took 
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The Evanston Debate 
Editorial Duty 


Eliot’s address of forty-four years ago 
and picked it to pieces, denying its 
every Unitarian part in bold and 
fearless fashion. Eliot had spoken on 
“Faith for the Future.” His creed was 
nothing more than “pursuit of truth 
and the love of truth.” 

Pusey said, “This faith will no 
longer do.” Pusey pointed out that 
two world wars and other events 
have made Eliot’s easy optimism un- 
palatable. “For President Eliot,” he 
continued, “the enemies to his true 
faith were churches, creeds, priests, 
anything supernatural, any concern 
for a life after death, anything that 
professed to be sacramental. I sus- 
pect, for example—though I do not 
know this—that he would have con- 
sidered the doctrine central to gener- 
ations of believers—that Christ came 
into the world to save sinners—as so 
much twaddle.” Pusey clearly indi- 
cated that he believed in this central 
doctrine of Christianity, and that it 
is the word of salvation that is needed 
for our day. We are sorry that we do 
not have space to print the entire 
address, for it is a word that was 
spoken not only to the theological 
seminary at Harvard but to the in- 
telligent leadership of America. In 
one speech the new president scrap- 
ped the Unitarianism of Harvard, 
lifted theological truth back to the 
center of all truth, and set forth the 
doctrine that all truth is Christian. 

Believers should pray for student 
life everywhere in our country, and 
for those who have to do with the 
teaching of our young. We know 
there are a great many unsaved men 
in teaching positions, but we thank 
God for those who make a clean-cut 
testimony for the things that are 
Christ’s. We thank God for the new 
president of Harvard.

THE HOPE 

If those who are true believers in 
the Lord Jesus Christ and who have 
been taught of the Spirit in the deep 
things of God, will band together to 
pray and to witness to the value of a 
belief in the return of the Lord Jesus, 
we might well bring in a revival the 
like of which the world has never 
seen, ) 

Next August, in Evanston, the 
World Council of Churches is going 
to meet and discuss the great truths 
that center around “Christ—the Hope 
of the Church.” The importance of 
this event cannot be overestimated 
for truly fundamental churches. In 
the first place, the liberals are fright- 
ened at the prospect. The Christian 
Century grows shriller and shriller 
every time the subject is mentioned. 
For instance, from a recent issue: 
“There is danger lest the delegates 
leave Evanston with their sense of 
difference increased and their sense 
of mutuality lessened. What discus- 
sion has already taken place .. . 
shows how real this danger is.” They 
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go on to say that the danger is so 
great because the debates will not 
be confimed to Evanston. “Their after- 
math can drive lines of division 
through local congregations, unless 
prior defenses are made secure. The 
Evanston aftermath can even cost the 
preacher on courthouse square his 
job.” 

That last sentence stunned me, for 
a moment. Here a great weekly jour- 
nal appeals to the basest and most 
mercenary motives in a preacher in 
order to get him to prepare compro- 
mise in connection with the Evans- 
ton debate. 

Another paragraph from the same 
article shows the imward nature of 
ihe fear of these liberals who do not 
like the doctrine of the second com- 
ing of Christ. They say, “Of course it 
is impossible at this time to forecast 
ihe course which the Evanston con- 
sideration of this central theme will 
follow. But it is certain that it will 
be largely concerned with the es- 
chatological questions. Already we 
have seen enough comment on this 
central topic of next year’s Assembly 
to know that discussion of ‘the Chris- 
tian hope’ may turn out to be so 
eschatological in tone that, to the 
rank-and-file membership of the 
American churches, news reports 
trom Evanston will sound like reports 
from a convention of millennialists. 
We do not predict that this will 
happen, but we know that it easily 
coul = 

And I am advising every Christian 
who believes that the Lord Jesus 
Christ is coming again to arm himself 
with sound and solid literature, 
pamphlets that can be easily under- 
stood, and see to it that every pos- 
sible church member gets to reading 
these things that are going to be dis- 
cussed at Evanston. 

Let it not be literature that is writ- 
ten from an “angle,” but that which 
can bring people face to face with 
the great purifying fact of the hope. 
Now is not the time for men of par- 
ticular parties to rush in with argu- 
ments that bolster their special out- 
look on the second coming. I have a 
definite point of view and hold dearly 
to a certain position. And I have not 
diminished my faith in my particular 
point of view when I say to minimize 
such points of view. If we start argu- 
ing on the precedence of the trumps 
or the vials or the seals, or arguing 
on a pre- or mid- or post-tribulation 
rapture, the unsettled will shake their 
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heads and turn away from the truth. 

But if we can impress men with the 
overwhelming fact that the Lord 
Jesus Christ is coming again, bodily, 
physically, personally; if we can im- 
press men with the fact that wars are 
to cease and that He shall rule, and 
that history is going to end on the 
triumphant and joyous note of His 
eternal victory, there can be revival 
in the church. “Beloved, now we are 
the sons of God, and it does not yet 
appear what we shall be; but we 
know that when He shall appear, we 
shall be like Him, for we shall see 
Him as He is. And every man that 
has this hope in Him, purifies Him- 
self, even as He is pure” (1 John 
3:2,3). Who knows but what this 
may be the midnight cry. Behold! 
He comes! 


TRUTH OR PREJUDICE 

Being an editor is not a very diffi- 
cult thing. Trying to be an honest 
editor is a very difficult thing. Elbert 
Hubbard once defined an editor as “A 
person employed by a newspaper, 
whose business it is to separate the 
wheat from the chaff, and to see that 
the chaff is printed.” An honest editor 
will deal only with the wheat. 

The Editor of Ererntry believes 
that it is not only his duty to inform 
our readers but to teach them and to 
mold their thinking in line with the 
Bible, the supreme authority for all 
thoaght and the supreme court from 
which there is no appeal. 

We received three letters recently, 
all of which caused deep emotion. All 
concerned our October editorial en- 
titled “Oxnam.” The first letter was 
from a minister in a Mid-west town, 
which began, “I wondered just what 
you meant by your New Year’s reso- 
lution, supposing it would be like 
most resolutions of that kind. How- 
ever, you seem to be going out of 
your way to keep it. And so you 
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whitewash Bishop Oxnam to whom 
God appears as a big bully .. .” I 
could hardly believe my eyes when I 
read it. I took my editorial again in 
which I had so clearly set forth Ox- 
nam’s departure from the faith of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, and wondered 
how, how, how this brother could 
have called my editorial a “white- 
wash.” My conclusion had been that 
Christians should pray that Oxnam 
might be saved, for then his liberal- 
ism in social matters would take care 
of itself when he found what the plan 
of God really is for this age. 

The second letter was from a wo- 
man in the South who had seen a 
copy of this magazine for the first 
time and who asks if our remarks 
about the Bishop were kind, and if 
we were really helping him and 
showing true love by criticizing him. 

The third letter, also from the 
South, brought a third attitude, and 
the greatest joy to my heart. “How 
ashamed I felt when I read your 
article about Bishop Oxnam, and for 
the first time realized how deeply I 
had been resenting that man. When 
we were in the Methodist Church, 
bucking the tide of modernism, try- 
ing to use the literature from head- 
quarters and feeling nauseated at the 
thought, and feeling guilty of possible 
compromise, all my reactions seemed 
to center in Oxnam and I just plain 
resented him. To have such an ex- 
pression of Christian love from you 
(whose teaching led us out of mod- 
ernism) proves once again that you 
really mean that New Year’s resolu- 
tion, and makes me very humble and 
ashamed. Thank you. I do have a 
lot of growing to do.” 

The third letter made up for a lot 
of things. One subscriber, at least, 
saw what I was trying to do. She is 
not going to hate modernism less, but 
she is going to love modernists more, 
and pray that they might be delivered 
from the snare in which they are 
taken, even as the Lord commanded 
us to pray (2 Tim. 2:26). 

I suggest to the first correspondent 
that he read the editorial again. I 
think he must have seen the word 
Ozxnam and have had a hot flash that 
destroyed the sequence of his think- 
ing. To the second correspondent I 
say: It is the duty of an editor to help 
instruct and form the minds of his 
readers, as long as he does it in 
Christian love. And to the third cor- 
respondent I say, “God bless you. 
You helped me.”

HEN David wrote in Psalm 139:14-16, “I will 

praise thee; for I am fearfully and wonderfully 
made; marvellous are thy works; and that my soul 
knoweth right well. My substance was not hid from thee, 
when I was made in secret, and curiously wrought in the 
lowest parts of the earth. Thine eyes did see my sub- 
stance, yet being unperfect; and in thy book all my 
members were written, which in continuance were 
fashioned, when as yet there was none of them,” he was 
making a statement that no human being can under- 
stand or explain. The most complex and yet complete 
organism on earth is your body. Only an intelligent, 
personal God could ever have designed and then pro- 
duced such a marvelous combination of matter as we 
find in the human body. 

There is no evidence on earth that the human body 
came from any other kind of body at any time. There 
is an impassible and impossible gulf between the human 
body and the bodies of all other living things. We shall 
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consider some of these marked characteristics which 
distinguish the human being from all animals, and at , 
the same time we shall see the wonderful mind of God 
in making us as He did. : 

We read in Matthew 19:4: “Have ye not read, that he 
which made them at the beginning made them male and 
female?” The marvelous differences that exist between 
the male and the female could never possibly have de- 
veloped by any process known to man. The words of 
our Lord Jesus must be true, for He was there when it 
happened and He is the one who devised, designed and 
consummated the making of Adam and Eve. The very 
fact that the sexes live so differently, act so differently, 
and are made so entirely differently should engross our 
attention. God has made the womb in such a way that 
it will enlarge many times its original size when the 
little one is being formed. The Scripture speaks about 
the bones growing in the womb, and mentions it as a 
mystery which is not understood by the human mind, 
and of course it is not (Eccl. 11:5). Job, way back in 
Abraham’s time, said: “Did not He that made me in the 
womb make him? and did not one fashion us in the 
womb?” (Job 31:15). This reveals to us the ancient 
faith of men who walked and talked with God. 

Let us think now of some of the characteristics which 
are so unusual. 


THE THROAT 

No animal has a throat like that which God has given 
to human beings. In our throat the trachea, which is 
the breath tube, is in front of the esophagus, which is 
the food tube. The throats of animals are made quite 
the opposite of this. The esophagus is in front and the 
trachea is behind. Evidently there is a reason for this. 
Since the very beginning of the history of man, it has 
been God’s plan that human beings should visit, con- 
verse and enjoy fellowship at the meal table. There is 
laughing, talking and swallowing with the breathing all 
the time we are together at the table. 

This is made possible by a valve called the epiglottis. 
This little valve in the throat of the human being closes 
the trachea when food is. swallowed. It closes the 
esophagus when a breath is taken. Thus it is flitting 
back and forth in the throat all through the meal, and 
we are not conscious of it. It is done automatically. This 
is not true in the throats of animals. They have no de- 
sire or ability to communicate with each other when 
they are eating. 


JOINTS 

God has given human beings and all other living 
things a one-shot system of lubrication. Food is eaten 
and in some mysterious way all the joints in the body 
are lubricated. No. one knows how it comes about, or 
what it is in the food that causes the serous surfaces 
to be made active in the joints so that they produce a 
fluid that lubricates sufficiently. No living thing must 
lubricate itself. This could only come from the mind 
and heart of One who thought out the plan.

General Harrison, a graduate of West Point Military 
Academy, having served the United States in Europe with dis- 
tinction, was placed in charge of the industrial rehabilitation 
of Japan under General Douglas MacArthur. More recently he 
has been Deputy Commander of the Armed Forces in the Far 
East, as well as Chief Deputy for the U. N. Command. It was 
General Harrison, a born-again Christian who is a lay preacher, 
who signed the Armistice on July 27th on behalf of the United 


Nations. 


ERSONAL EXPERIENCES often illustrate in an emphatic 
way the truths of the Scriptures. Contact with Com- 
munists is just such an experience, enlightening but 

certainly not enjoyable. I had more than enough asso- 
ciation with Communists while a member of the United 
Nations Command Armistice Delegation in Korea. I 
joined the Delegation in January, 1952, -became the 
Chief Delegate about the end of May, 1952, and have 
continued in that office until the date of writing this 
article. During much of that period I attended daily 
meetings with the Communists. 

Fortunately, I became personally acquainted with 
only the less violent facets of Communist behavior. I 
have never seen the sadistic cruelties so frequently 
described by those who have suffered them—none of 
the forced privations, tortures, murders and brain- 
washing. But those things that I have seen are quite 
convincing. 

Not all Communist traits are criminal in the usual 
sense. Some are merely silly, exhibiting the vanity 
which is universal in mankind. Panmunjom, where we 
held the armistice talks, was little more than a wide 
place in the road and several abandoned Korean mud 
huts. Each side put up some tents. One day some mem- 
ber of the American military detachment, on duty at the 
site, placed stones to border the walks to the tents. 
Shortly thereafter the Communists bordered their walks 
with stones freshly painted white. Subsequently, some- 
one on our side planted a few bushes near the tents. The 
Communists, not to be outdone, planted some small 
trees about twelve feet high. On another occasion, we 
built two sentry boxes to shelter our military police 
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guards from the winter weather. The Communists, 
demonstrating their toughness, did not need sentry 
boxes as long as the weather was very cold, but when 
spring came, they put up two of their own. Our boxes 
had been painted a sickly olive green. When we first 
saw the Communist boxes, they were painted with 
diagonal varicolored stripes. Our spontaneous laughter 
had an unexpected result. The next day the Communist 
boxes were olive green. During the meetings with us, 
the Communists said and did many things which indi- 
cated the sensitivity of their vanity and false pride. 


A Matter of Expediency 

Other things which they did were more reprehen- 
sible. On occasion it appeared obvious that they were 
using the armistice negotiations merely as a substitute 
for military action when the latter was not favorable 
to them. At the same time they proclaimed loudly the 
sincerity of their peaceful intentions and objectives. 
Both in the meetings and on their radio broadcasts, they 
told the most transparent lies, whether they might be 
trumpeting their own righteousness or vilifying us. 
They falsely accused the United States and its military 
forces of vicious actions and deceptions. The Com- 
munists themselves ignored or violated various pro- 
visions of the Geneva Convention relating to prisoners 
of war, while at the same time they sought to exploit 
that Convention wherever it might work to their advan- 
tage. They would be business-like, insulting or hypo- 
critically courteous as might be most expedient at the 
moment. None of us had any doubt that there is simply 
no basis for assuming that a real Communist is trust- 
worthy in the slightest degree. Admittedly they may 
carry out some commitment correctly but, if so, it will 
be a matter of expediency to gain their own ends rather 
than faithfulness to moral principle. The characteristics 
which I have described have been fully apparent 
wherever Communists have had dealings with other 
people, and there is no need to mention them further. 

As a Christian, what interests me is the manner in 
which Communists illustrate the first three chapters of 
the epistle to the Romans. The evil which is so apparent 
in the Communists, and which is prevalent in the entire 
human race, is there because God has given mankind 
over to just those things. Men reject God’s sovereignty, 
refuse to recognize that He is the source of all that they 
have and are in a permanent state of rebellion in their 
effort to live independently of Him. God’s wrath against 
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this sin of rebellion is revealed by the fact that He gave 
them up to the consequences of their own will. They 
do not want God as their Lord; therefore, their lives 
exhibit characteristics which are the opposite of His 
holiness and righteousness. There is no excuse for man’s 
rebellion since the fact that God is, and that He is 
Sovereign of the universe, is obvious to anyone who is 
not insane or an idiot. Only the fool can say in his 
heart that there is no God (Psa. 14:1); the mere exist- 
ence of things demands a Creator. 


God Gave Them Up 

When God gives men up they stay that way unless 
and until He redeems them, for salvation is of the Lord. 
Therefore, neither Communism nor any other form of 
natural human society can ever in any degree achieve 
a world where peace, justice and decency reign. Men 
cannot prevent wars, no matter how much oratory, 
wishful thinking and energy are expended in the effort. 
God has given them up. Only Christ at His coming can 
give peace to the world. 

Communists also illustrate the extent to which men 
will go to excuse or justify their criminal actions. In 
the second chapter of the epistle to the Romans, we 
learn that men’s conscience bears witness to the fact 
that God has written a moral law in their hearts and 
that He will ultimately judge them accordingly. With 
this inescapable moral law and judgment written in 
their hearts, men’s thoughts must either accuse them- 
selves or find some excuse in an effort to justify their 
evil actions. Since self-accusation is never popular, men 
individually and collectively are constantly seeking 
some way to excuse their crimes or to avoid respon- 
sibility for them. 

We know from the Scriptures that such things as 
murder, theft, lying, adultery, covetousness and the like 
are inherently evil. In his heart man knows this fact 
also. If he is to excuse his crimes, he must justify them 
as being necessary to attain some purpose or objective 
of actual or supposed merit or importance. History is 
full of cruel and vile crimes done in an atmosphere of 
fraudulent religious piety or national righteousness. The 
murders and tortures under the auspices of the “Holy” 
Inquisition, the Nazi crusade against the Jews, and 
other minorities are well-known examples. Nothing 
could be more revolting than cruelties done allegedly 


in the name of Christ. It would be difficult to find any- 


thing more hypocritical. 
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The Communists have gone even farther in their effort' 
to free themselves from the convicting power of the 
conscience and from God. They profess atheism, that 
there is no God. Since only the fool can truly believe 
this in his heart, their profession of atheism is nothing 
less than a deliberate determination to reject and op- 
pose God in spite of the fact that they know that He is. 

If there is no God, there is no spiritual or moral law 
which is inherently right or superior to man’s own will 
and reason. Therefore, the atheist must make his own 
rules and these are necessarily materialistic. Any action 
required to attain his objectives is not only justifiable 
but also the proper thing to do. To the Communist, evil 
becomes good, injustice becomes justice, and hate takes 
the place of love. It should be apparent that it is im- 
possible for a man to be a bona fide Communist without 
being at the same time a common criminal, no matter 
how plausibly he attempts to conceal the reality by 
fine-spun argument. 


Use of Atheism 

For the Communist, atheism has a practical, political 
usage. It tends to free the mass of the population from 
loyalty to its own traditional religion and from the 
social order which it supports. Marx said that religion 
is an opiate. Of natural religions and perverted forms 
of Christianity, that is a true statement. The religious 
rulers or hierarchy control the mass of the people in 
spiritual bondage and support the civil rulers; the state 
supports and protects the religious rulers. Both seek 
their own perpetuation in power. The people pay. 

In their application of atheism to the mass of the 
population, the Communists cannot be truly consistent. 
If every man really practiced atheism, he would be a 
law unto himself. Anarchy and chaos would result. 
Therefore, in order that the Communist State may 
function and even exist, it must operate through rigid 
man-made discipline under despotic rulers. The main- 
tenance of discipline is made easier if the people can 
be led to depend on and revere the ruler who enslaves 
them. Men cannot depend on or worship abstract ideas, 
philosophies or arguments. Their god must be person- 
alized; hence the well-known efforts to deify Lenin and 
Stalin. Such deification of rulers is a common occur- 
rence in human history. Therefore even the allegedly 
atheistic Communists must have a god, but he is the 
god of their own making and not the true God who 
created the heavens and the earth. 

Communism as a system is incredibly evil, and real 
Communists are necessarily criminals. In spite of this 
fact, some deluded persons, among them certain self- 
styled Christians, have professed to find in Communism 
something akin to Christian social order and ethics. 
Themselves rejecting Christ, they dishonor God (John 
5:23) and find that Communists are kindred spirits in 
many respects. This fact would appear to explain the

PREACHER AND JUDGE 


The Virginia Supreme Court of 
Appeals recently upheld the right 
of a preacher in his pulpit to criti- 
cize a judge on his bench. It unani- 
mously reversed the conviction of 
Pastor Ross Allen Weston of the 
Arlington Unitarian Church for 
contempt of court after he had 
preached a sermon accusing a judge 
of using his office for political pur- 
poses. 


A FALSE ASSUMPTION 


An outstanding fundamental 
preacher recently warned Protes- 
tants against the spell of ‘‘indi- 
vidualistic’’ evangelists. ‘‘ Biblically 
orthodox leaders have espoused a 
loose individualism in which order 
and decorum in church life have 
been forsaken, and have allowed 
appeals by religious ‘glamor boys’ 
to capture the imagination of the 
religious multitude, and millions of 
dollars have been poured into 
eauses that have little effect upon 
the advancement of organized Chris- 
tianity. These . . . unanchored move- 
ments, while undoubtedly helpful 
at times, may easily become the in- 
strument that will disintegrate our 
organized Protestant church life.’’ 

I have purposely avoided giving 
the name of the minister who made 
this criticism, because he is a well- 
known fundamental leader. But 
since his criticism achieved national 
publicity (Time, for example), I 
think it well to point out that it 
rises from a false assumption hid- 
den behind his reasoning. He is 
assuming that the Holy Spirit is 
more effective in ‘‘organized Chris- 
tianity,’’ or ‘‘organized Protestant 
church life.’’ Perhaps he has not

understood the meaning of the verse 
**Quench not the Spirit’’ (1 Thes. 
5:19), and ‘‘The wind bloweth 
where it listeth’’ (John 3:8). 


NO MORE WORKER-PRIESTS 


The Roman Catholic experiment 
in worker-priests has come to an 
end. Several years ago the church 
began to prepare young priests and 
then give them jobs in factories in 
order to try to convert the workers. 
But it has now been divulged that 
the workers converted the priests. 
One was arrested for leading the 
Communist demonstration against 
General Ridgway, another came to 
discredit for writing Communist 
papers criticizing the Catholic 
Church for too soft a policy in eco- 
nomic affairs. The seminary for 
training these priests has been 
closed. 


GUIDED BY PRAYER 


In Great Britain there is an or- 
ganization called the United Society 
for Christian Literature. At a re- 
cent meeting in London one of the 
secretaries of this society, the Rev. 
H. E. J. Biggs said that ‘‘ Christian 
books are the guided missiles in the 
warfare of the Kingdom of God.”’ 
There can be no doubt that the pub- 
lication of Christian works in many 
languages is one of the most impor- 
tant efforts that can be put forth 
for evangelization of the unsaved 
and for the growth of believers. If 
these missiles are guided with 
prayer they can be highly effective. 


PARADOXES IN ISRAEL 


Dr. Cook; the distinguished editor 
of the London weekly, The Chris- 
tian, brings out some interesting 





facts concerning the present status 
of the Jews in Israel, in the course 
of his review of a recent book, The 
State of Israel, published in Eng- 
land. Dr. Cook writes, ‘‘the new 
State of Israel presents many para- 
doxes some of which to those who 
view the recent experiences of the 
Jewish people from a biblical stand- 
point, are among the evidences of 
the fulfillment of a Providential 
over-ruling in accord with the pro- 
phetical intimations of the inspired 
Scriptures. The whole Zionist move- 
ment leading up to the establish- 
ment of the Israeli State is, in a 
sense, one of the supreme ironies of 
history. How else, for instance, can 
we describe the fact that the unwit- 
ting founders of Israel, on the 
human level, were the Czars of the 
nineteenth century, and Hitler in 
the twentieth? Zionism, first as a 
dream and later as a political move- 
ment, would not have been born but 
for the persecution of the Jews. It 
was Czarist pogroms which gave 
birth to the idea, and in the first 
decade of this century supplied the 
future State with the creative and 
imaginative brains of Russian Jewry. 
Then, again, Israel would not have 
been born—at least not yet—but for 
Hitler’s massacre of six million 
Jews. Further, the new State would 
not have survived its foundation if. 
the persecution had not resulted in 
such a large scale emigration of 
German Jews who were mainly re- 
sponsible for organizing a _ well- 
trained and efficient Israeli army. 
Another paradox is that the Jewish 
settlers in Palestine have proved to 
be poor bankers but brilliant sol- 
diers. Then, too, the Arabs have 
played their part all unwittingly, 
in the divine plan, for their sus- 
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tained hostility has become the 
strongest factor in unifying the di- 
verse streams of Jewish immigrants. 
Finally, German reparations, about 
70 million Israeli pounds a year, 
will cover 70 per cent of Israel’s 
present trade deficit.’’ 

It would be hard to find a better 
illustration to show how God makes 
the wrath of man to praise Him. Be- 
hind all these machinations against 
Giod’s people there lies the eternal 
plan of God backed by the eternal 
promise. There is no chance that 
the plan shall fail or the promise be 
unfulfilled. The whole of the stream 
of human history is clearly flowing 
in the channels which God has dug 
for it. In the fullness of His time, 
all shall be brought to pass, even as 
the Word of God has said. The 
word of the chaplain of the King 
of Prussia, a century ago, still holds 
good, ‘‘The proof of the inspiration 
of the Bible can be found in a single 
word, and that word is [srael.’’ 


BIBLE SCHOOLS AND MISSIONS 

Each year in Bangor, County 
Down, in the North of Ireland, 
there is a missionary convention 
which has become one of the im- 
portant spiritual events of Ulster. 
From this place a stream of mis- 
sionaries have gone forth to the far 
corners of the earth, and great 
blessing has attended these conven- 
tions. 

This year the main addresses were 
given by Principal E. F. Kevan of 
the London Bible College. In his 
address, ‘‘The Evangelism of the 
Early Church,’’ Mr. Kevan set 
forth that the sequence was the 
cross, the resurrection and the mis- 
sionary command, ‘‘Go ye .. .”’ 
That was the great authority for 
missionary enterprise. The evange- 
lism of the early Church was pub- 
licly proclaimed. An authoritative 
word had been spoken. Secondly, 
the evangelism of the early Church 
was also personally testified. The 
Holy Spirit was a witnessing Spirit 
working in the apostles and causing 
them to be witnesses both in public 
and from house to house. It was un- 
' official evangelism using family and 
business contacts. In the third place ; 
it was biblically expounded. Spur- 
geon told his students: ‘‘It is no use 
standing and screaming ‘Believe’ 
unless you tell them what to believe 
and why.’’ Bishop Taylor-Smith, 
when Chaplain General to the 
Forces, had no place for a chaplain 
who could not tell a dying man the 
way of salvation in three minutes 
from the Scriptures. Hence the im- 
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portance of Bible schools in the 
forefront of missionary policy over- 
seas today. 

Mr. Kevan concluded with the 
thought that evangelism must no 
longer be the froth of excitement or 
mere emotion but the strong meat 
of Scripture showing the way of 
salvation. Evangelism must be doc- 
trinally clear and divinely prepared. 


LEPROSY ALLEVIATED 

The English Mission to Lepers 
has reported that of the 17,197 pa- 
tients in their various leper homes, 
56 per cent were cured or greatly 
improved through the use of the new 
sulphone drugs. Dr. Stanley Browne 
from the Belgian Congo, states that 
the new treatment has changed the 
attitude of lepers toward treatment. 
When the camp was first started at 
Yalisombo in the Congo some years 
ago, the first patients came reluc- 
tantly and were apt to grow im- 
patient at the lack of quick results, 
and to leave again. But since the 
advent of sulphone drugs, lepers 
are clamoring for admission; and 
out of the first sixty treated, only 
one had a suspected recurrence. 


WITNESS IN RUSSIA 

A recent issue of Bratsky Vestnik 
(Brotherly Messenger), published 
in Moscow by the Russian Evan- 
gelical Christian Baptist Union, 
states: ‘‘Churches of the Evangeli- 
eal Christian Baptist Union are 
found throughout the whole vast 
territory of the Soviet Union... 
As a rule services are held not only 
on Sundays and holidays, but in the 
week, and are eagerly attended by 
believers ... The work of the church 
is done by the pastor, assisted by 
deacons and helpers of both sexes, 
as well as the choir. For the greater 
part, the pastors receive no finan- 
cial support from the church mem- 
bers. They work in factories or on 
the land and serve the church in 
their spare time. 

Bratsky Vestnik also refers to the 
visits of Baptist leaders to various 
parts of the Soviet Union. Pastor 
Andreev of Moscow, commenting on 
a visit to Kharkov, said that there 
were 58 churches in that area, with 
a combined membership of 5,967. At 
Leningrad on March 25, there were 
thirty baptisms. At Moscow there 
were 125 baptisms during the first 
months of this year. These are very 
small figures when put against the 
vast totals of the Soviet population, 
but they are enough to show that 
the Lord has not left Himself with- 
out witnesses in the land of the 
atheistic godless. 


Worry chokes the life of faith 


NOT BY BREAD ALONE 

A letter received at Bible House 
of the British and Foreign Bible, 
Society, in London, from a Burmese 
colporteur, contains the following | 
story: ‘‘. .. I went to the Military 
Police barracks in Kyaukse to sell 
the Scriptures, and one of the sol- 
diers, a Lahu Christian from the 
hills in the eastern part of Burma, 
said to me: ‘Saya, we are very 
grateful to you indeed for coming 
and bringing the Bible to us.’ He 
told me he loved the Bible, and 
when I asked him why, he replied: 
‘I used to be a spirit (demon) wor- 
shiper, and it was through reading 
the Bible that I became a Christian 
and learned to know of my Saviour. 
I read my Bible every day and take 
time over it. If I miss reading it, 
my mind is uneasy. It is like miss- 
ing my rice, and if I do not eat my 
body will grow feeble. In the same 
way those who do not read the Bible 
grow spiritually weak...’ ’’ 


REFUGEE PROBLEM 

One of the most important books 
of our generation is The Refugee in 
the Post War World, and it is writ- 
ten by Jacques Vernant. The Church 
of England Newspaper publishes a 
review by Janet Lacey, who writes, 
‘*Every social worker, minister of 
religion and politician should read 
this book; all and sundry should 
read at least the first part. Take out 
the statistics and there remains a 
story of human suffering and the 
realization that what has become to 
be known as a ‘permanent emer- 
gency’ is in fact the greatest social 
problem of modern history.’’ 

The book has been produced by 
M. Jacques Vernant, with the help 
of an independent group of research 
workers, at the request of the United 
Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees, Mr. S. J. van Heaven 
Goedhart who asked him to ‘‘carry 
out a completely objective and un- 
prejudiced study of the position of 
the refugees under his Mandate.’’ 
The result is an enormous factual 
survey which, while primarily con- 
cerned with those refugees who are 
the special care of the United Na- 
tions, nevertheless looks further 
afield and includes Korea, India, 
Pakistan, ete. 

It should be noted that this num- 
ber one social problem of the twenti- 
eth century has remained almost 
untouched by the Church of Jesus 
Christ. There should be definite 
missionary movements into these 
vast hordes of people who have been

OU can be a foreign missionary to In- 

dia or Japan or Afghanistan while sit- 

ting in your own living room. You may 
have the privilege of presenting the 
claims of Christ to an engineer from 
Tokyo, a physician from Hong Kong, or 
the daughter of the mayor of Bombay. 

This amazing opportunity is possible 
because each year more than 50,000 per- 
sons from 146 foreign countries come to 
the United States to learn our technical 
skills or to enroll in our colleges and 
universities. 

Many of these visitors hold high posi- 
tions in education, commerce and govern- 
ment in their respective nations. All will 
be in positions of strategic importance 
when they return. If won to Christ while 
here, they may be able to exert a far 
greater influence among their own people 
than could American missionaries. 

Such a man was John Sung from China 
who found Christ while studying in 
America a generation ago. Returning 
home he tossed his Ph.D. and Sc.D. de- 
grees overboard into the Pacific Ocean. 
At Shanghai he gave away his American 
clothes, donned peasant’s garb and trav- 
eled from village to village preaching 
Christ and establishing churches. Within 
ten years his life was spent, but many of 
the churches which he established are the 
strongest in China today, and because 
they are completely indigenous they are 
most successful in carrying on under 
Communist rule. 

In contrast to John Sung there was 
Yosuke Matsuoka from Japan who at 
about the same time was working his way 
through Oregon University. No one 
showed him the love of Christ. Rather, 
he became the object of ridicule and race 
prejudice. He returned to Japan deter- 
mined to get revenge. In 1940 he became 
his country’s Foreign Minister and moved 
Japan toward Pearl Harbor. 

Many future foreign ministers are now 
in the United States. There are also fu- 
ture premiers and presidents and shahs 
and kings (the present King of Siam was

In 
the morning they toured the farm on foot 
to observe methods and machinery quite 
in contrast to the rice paddies around 
Fujiyama.

a large factory there. The warmth of the 
home is much better than the loneliness 
of a stuffy hotel room. What’s more, the 
guests often join in family worship after 
dinner and some of them ask questions 
on into the night. This family once en- 
tertained two Moslem engineers from 
Afghanistan, a country which has never 
admitted missionaries. 

Many missionaries have longed and 
prayed for such an opportunity. In India 
I met a British missionary who had la- 
bored for seventeen years near the Afghan 
border. During that time he had not won 
a convert and only two persons had come 
to inquire about his teaching. One was 
killed for so doing. But here in America, 
away from the social pressures of their 
own society, Hindu, Moslem and Buddhist 
visitors are sometimes eager to study the 
Bible and visit churches just to see what 
they are. 


Witness Through Hospitality 

Impressions gained by foreign visitors 
are superncial when they see America 
through train and hotel windows. How 
much better if some Christian citizen 
should be waiting at the station to take 
them home as guests and the next day 
to show them around the farm or shop 
or store or other place of employment. 

International Students, Inc. maintains 
a statt who are in touch with hundreds ot 
foreign visitors. They meet them when 
they nrst arrive at ports of entry and help 
them plan their trips from coast to coast 
with overnight stops along the way. On 
request they will introduce transient vis- 
itors to any evangelical Christians who 
wish to entertain them. 

To some this single contact may seem 
inadequate for effective Christian witness. 
But if these visitors are placed in Chris- 
tian homes at every place they stop, each 
family will make a definite contribution. 
Then the visiting Egyptian or Iranian or 
Indonesian may see the impact Christ has 
made on different types of persons in dif- 
ferent walks of life. For many overseas 
visitors these brief visits will be the only 
contact they have with Christianity dur- 
ing their lifetime. 


Witness Through Friendship 

Transient visitors, mostly government- 
sponsored leaders and specialists, remain 
in the United States only a few months. 
Those who wish a more sustained contact 
may work with resident foreign students 
who, in contrast to temporary visitors, 
remain in the United States from one 
to six years. If you live near some col- 
lege or university you may be able to

ALL THE MONEY (47:14) December 1 
A long section is now devoted to the actions of Joseph 


as the governor of Egypt. There is no reason why a 
man cannot be a believer in Christ and yet an astute 
businessman. Joseph was “a man in whom the Spirit 
of God is” (41:38). He had been chosen by God and 
blessed by Him, and his actions can be understood only 
in the light of the fact that he was yielded to the Lord 
and blessed by Him. It may be the same for any man. 
We are not saying that earthly success is a certain 
result of a life of faith, but it certainly is not incompat- 
ible with it. Joseph was “diligent in business, fervent 
in spirit, serving the Lord” (Rom. 12:11). The believer 
today is commanded to walk in this same manner before 
those who are outside the faith. We may accept this as 
a command of the Lord and expect the necessary power 
to fulfill it. 

Lord, make us practical. 


JOSEPH SAID, 
GIVE YOUR CATTLE (47:16) December 2 
There have been those who have criticized Joseph’s 
actions, and who have believed that his conduct was 
not ethically right. They have failed to take into con- 
sideration that God was running this affair, and that 
He had caused the famine to occur, and had ordered 
all of the details of Joseph’s advancement in a miracu- 
lous way in order to bring to pass the very circum- 
stances which now took place. For God had in view 
the great change for Israel from a single family into a 
real nation. It took a change in the entire social struc- 
ture of Egypt to do it, but that was nothing for the 
Lord who orders all the events of the world. It was 
Joseph’s governmental direction that made Pharaoh 
all-powerful, destroyed the aristocracy of Egypt, and 
created the conditions in which Israel could develop 
into a nation. 
Lord, we thank Thee for the way Thou dost run things. 


JOSEPH BOUGHT ALL THE LAND... 

FOR PHARAOH (47:20) December 3 
All Egyptians now become crown tenants of Pharaoh, 

and a sort of feudalism begins. There have been those 

who have criticized Joseph for making a nation of 

slaves, but these men were not slaves. They were free 
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tenants paying a twenty per cent income tax that is not 
heavy in the light of history. Sayce says, “The power | 
of the old aristocracy was broken as completely as it has 
been in Japan in our day.” Thus a situation is created 
where seventy Israelites can be turned into a nation of 
a million or two people, in preparation for the Exodus 
to their own land. Now no group of people can rise to 
thwart Pharaoh’s power, for he has become all power- 
ful. Now no jealousy can take steps against Israel until 
God is ready to have it break forth. Affliction will not 
come till the people are ripe for it. How wonderfully 
even the politics of empire are made to serve the pur- 
poses of God. 

Lord, we thank Thee that Thou art on the throne. 


ONLY THE LAND OF THE PRIESTS 
BOUGHT HE NOT (47:22) December 4 
We must not forget that all that is happening in Egypt 
is a part of the invisible war between God and Satan. 
When God ultimately raises up Moses to bring the chil- 
dren of Israel out of Egypt, He will say that He is going 
to proceed against the gods of Egypt (Ex. 12:12). These 
were demon forces. And since Satan is to have dust for 
his meat the defeat must be an outstanding one. There- 
fore God does not take the land from Satan’s priests, 
but allows them to remain rich and powerful. UIlti- 
mately they will dominate the land and be the power 
behind the throne of the Pharaoh who does not know 
Joseph (Ex. 1:8). God does not overcome His enemies 
by mere force. He allows the enemies to have all that 
their wisdom can conceive and all that their power can 
compass. Then He blows upon it with a very small 
breath, which is quite enough, since the weakness of 
God is stronger than men (1 Cor. 1:25), and it is 
stronger than Satan. 
Lord, we thank Thee that everything finds perfection in Thee. 


THOU HAST SAVED 
OUR LIVES (47:25) December 5 
The people did not take this providence as a curtail- 
ment of their liberties, but saw clearly that it was due 
to Joseph’s foresight. Whether or not they recognized 
that this foresight was from God need not enter into the 
question. Joseph displays the great gifts which were 
given to him by God. He was wise with a wisdom that 
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came from above. He was energetic with a power of 
decision that came from God. Joseph did not have that 
sinful caution that proceeds gropingly lest mistakes be 
made, but he Was forthright, acting with firmness as 
soon us a decision had to be made. Furthermore, Joseph 
was thorough. He showed forth in himself those char- 
acteristics which are enjoined upon believers in the 
New Testament, doing with all his might what his hands 
found to do (Eccl. 9:10), obeying the three “what- 
soevers” doing all “heartily,” “in the name of the Lord 
Jesus,” and “to the glory of God” (Col. 3:17, 23; 1 Cor. 
10:31). 

Lord, may we show Thy presence in our daily work. 


THEY HAD POSSESSIONS 
THEREIN (47:27) December 6 
In a country where all of the cattle and all of the land 


had been taken away from the people and put in the 
ownership of the Pharaoh, Israel retained possessions. 
This is the amazing way in which God took care of His 
people. This policy made it possible for Israel to remain 
in a good situation as the guests of Pharaoh, who did 
this out of courtesy for Joseph who had brought so 
much to him and the nation. It also made it possible 
for a later Pharaoh to enslave the people after they had 
become numerous. Here is also a symbol of God’s care 
over us in the midst of a world that crucified His Son. 
We can have possessions here, for God has given us 
richly all things to enjoy (1 Tim. 6:17). We must not 
be afraid, therefore, to possess our cars and homes and 
all our high standard of living. We must be careful, 
however, that these things do not possess us. 

Lord, we thank Thee for Thy bounty. 


JACOB LIVED IN THE LAND... 
SEVENTEEN YEARS (47:28) December 7 
Why did Jacob and his family not return to Palestine 
when the years of famine had finished? We can be sure 
that God must have furnished some indication of His 
will fur them to stay on in the land. Perhaps He used 
nothing more than their own feeling that “they never 
had it so good.” God does lead at times through the 
natural imclinations of our hearts, even when they are 
not spiritual, or even when they are evil. There is 
abundant evidence throughout the Word of God that 
He will perform all that He has promised and that He 
will make even the evil of men’s hearts to praise Him. 
This is not the doctrine of fatalism, for such an idea 
proceeds from the thought of blind chance. This is the 
truth of the sovereignty of God, and proceeds from the 
thought of a loving Father, working all things after the 

good pleasure of His will (Enh. 1:5).

TVE TIME DREW N'GH THAT 
ISRAEL MUST DIE (47:29) December 8 
There now begins one of the most charming, human, 
delightful stories of the whole Bible. Unfortunately it 
is divided in.two by our chapter divisions, but we can 
overcome that. Jacob’s death was not instantaneous, 
but the time of his illness was drawn out. Through 
the details we are permitted to enter into the inner life 
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of this home and learn many wonderful lessons on the 
art of growing old gracefully. True Christians can be 
known both in the way that they grow old themselves, 
and in the way they treat those who are growing old. 
It is possible for an aged person to be a great burden, 
and yet love can make that burden light, and the way 
that love is manifested can be a true testimony to a 
world that is ready to shunt a loved one off to com- 
mercial care in order to have more selfish time for 
one’s self. Jacob was surrounded with the utmost love. 

Lord, teach us to grow old gracefully. 


HE CALLED HIS SON JOSEPH (47:29) December 9 
Mark the details carefully. This is Joseph’s first visit. 
The news of his father’s sickness is brought to him, and 
the fact made known that Jacob has sent for him. 
Joseph goes to call on his father, probably with all the 
pomp and train of the governor of Egypt. He stays as 
long as he can, but the sickness drags on, and Joseph 
leaves word to be called if the matter grows more 
serious. How simple this story is! What a preof of 
divine inspiration. This story was not made up. This is 
a record of happenings. Jacob has called Joseph because 
he wants to exact a promise concerning his burial. He 
remembers the experiences of his life, and knows that 
God met him at Bethel, and that the land was promised 
to him and his seed forever. He does not want to be 
buried in an alien land, far from the place of promise. 
Lord, give us faith to see beyond death. 


BURY ME NOT... 
IN EGYPT (47:29) December 10 
Jacob did not want the world to get even the dust of 
his body. Egypt is the symbol of the world. If we put 
several verses in the Bible together, it would seem to 
teach that the devil is forced to mount guard over the 
corrupting flesh of those who die. When his usual task 
was interrupted by Michael in the case of the death of 
Moses, Satan argued the case and Michael appealed to 
the Lord to rebuke him (Jude 9). All that Satan can 
ever get of the believer is the temporary hold on the 
dust of his body. This is a part of the dust that is the 
serpent’s meat. There is faith in the covenant of God 
demonstrated here also. For Jacob knew that there 
were promises which were good not only for himself, 
but for his children, and by being sure of a burial place 
in the land promised to him and his seed he was sealing 
the covenant by his faith. 
Lord, may we believe even to the things beyond the grave. 


ISRAEL. BOWED HIMSELF 
UPON THE BED’S HEAD (47:31) December 11 
The trees of the Lord are full of sap (Psa. 104:16), 
and there was much life left in Jacob. They thought 
he was near the end, but he would live on for some 
time. But now at the moment when he has received 
the oath of his great son, the governor, that he shall be 
buried with his fathers in the land the Lord has sworn 
to him, his strength ebbs low for a moment and he bows 
upon the head of his bed. There was worship in his

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British Archbishop 
Raps Roman Catholic Church 


The Most Rev. Geoffrey F. Fisher, 
Archbishop of Canterbury and Anglican 
Primate of England, in a widely publi- 
cized speech to the bishops and clergy 
of his province lashed out at the Roman 
Catholic Church and accused intolerance 
and oppression. 

Many British religious observers de- 
clared that the open attack on Roman- 
ism presaged a new turn in relations 
between the Established Church of 
England and the Roman _ Catholic 
hierarchy. In view of the strong Anglo- 
Catholic segment of the Church of Eng- 
land, a group that looks with friendly 
eyes toward Rome, the speech was even 
more significant. > 

In the course of his message he re- 
ferred to a new pamphlet published 
recently by the Society for Promoting 
Christian Knowledge entitled “Infallible 
Fallacies, an Anglican reply to Roman 
Catholic Arguments by Some Priests of 
the Anglican Communion.” The booklet 
is written in polemic style and will re- 
mind many of earlier days in British 
history when Rome was not viewed so 
tolerantly in Great Britain. 

Many of the principal Roman Catholic 
doctrines were condemned as “propa- 
ganda” and error. Included were the 
dogmas of papal infallibility, the im- 
maculate conception of Mary and her 
bodily assumption. 

“The great bureaucratic system of the 
Roman Catholic Church, centralized in 
Rome and tightly controlled by the 
Pope, is totalitarian,” the booklet reads. 
“The transition from one kind of totali- 
tarianism to another is an easy one, and 
it is well known that the countries of 
Western Europe in which Communism 
is strongest today are the predominantly 
Roman Catholic countries. 

“The close discipline exercised by 
Roman Catholic priests upon the laity 
. . . often amounts to spiritual bullying. 
Decisions which normal persons ought 
. .. to make for themselves in obedience 
to their consciences are made by the 
Pope and enforced through priests—such 
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questions as what schools their children 
may attend, or what books they may 
read. 

“Some of the Roman Catholic methods 
of proselytizing are most objectionable 

. . Particularly do we condemn the 
practice . . . of touting for converts 
among the seriously ill and dying in 
hospitals. There have been instances of 
lifelong loyal Anglicans being pestered 
by Roman Catholic priests when in no 
physical or mental condition to resist. 

“There is, moreover, a certain duplic- 
ity which is to be detected in the Roman 
Catholic official mind. One example must 
suffice here. The Roman church officially 
upholds the plain teaching of Christ 
against remarriage after divorce. But in 
practice it allows it by means of various 
legal devices—chiefly by multiplying the 
possible reasons for annulment. Thus the 
Roman church manages to gain on the 
one hand the reputation for strictness, 
but on the other is able to allow the 
remarriage of those it particularly de- 
sires to please.” 





Italy Promises Liberty 

Assurances that Italy’s new govern- 
ment will respect principles of freedom 
of worship set forth in Articles XVII 
and XIX of the postwar Constitution 
were given to the Italian Parliament by 
Interior Minister Amintore Fanfani. 

He also told the lower chamber that 
immediate steps will be taken to formu- 
late an agreernent—called for by Article 
VIII of the 1948 Constitution—regulating 
the relationship between the State and 
non-Catholic communions. 

Protestant circles here hailed the Min- 
ister’s statement as an indication that 
the new government plans to exhibit a 
friendlier attitude than its predecessor 
toward religious minority groups. But 
they greeted his broad denial of “perse- 
cution” with reserve. 


Aides to Missionary Vision 

This year several new students at 
Conservative Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary of Denver are helping considerably 
in the fulfillment of its purpose to.major 
in missions. They are Horace Hurlburt, 
who was born in the Belgian Congo, and 
whose parents are serving there now 
under the Conservative Baptist Foreign 
Mission Society; William Clark, a native 
of Peru, where his parents are working 
under the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance; and the Rev. and Mrs. Bernard 
Von Ehrenkrook, home on furlough from 
Brazil. Also stimulating missionary in- 
terest and vision is Mrs. Deighton 
Douglin, a Belgian Congo citizen, who 
with her husband plans to return there 
for ministry among mulatto children. 


Call for a Crusade 

Sunday schools of the United States 
will be recruited to conduct a crusade 
“to turn the nation back to God” as a 
result of action taken in Minneapolis at 
the eighth convention of the National 
Sunday School Association. 

Such a crusade, a resolution said, 
would have as its purpose “the estab- 
lishment of American young people in 
Christian character and righteousness.” 

It called upon “the evangelical forces 
of this nation to enter upon a crusade 
of positive and aggressive effort in 
Christian education.” 

Christian education that does not re- 
gard the Bible as the inspired Word of 
God opens the door for atheistic secu- 
larism, the commission on Christian 
education of the NSSA was told. 

Dr. Warren Filkin, professor of 
Christian education at. Northern Baptist: 
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Seminary, Chicago, said “It is time that 
Christian education leaders examined 
their modern methods to see whether 
they have veered away from conserva- 
tive theological standards.” 

Dr. Harold Erickson, pastor of the 
First Evangelical Free Church, Rock- 
ford, Ill, was elected president. Dr. 
Filkin, Northern Baptist Seminary, was 
chosen vice president. Re-elected as sec- 
retary was Victor E. Cory, president of 
Scripture Press, and as treasurer Rev. 
J. Clair Peters, of the United Brethren 
Publishing House, Huntington, Ind. 


Christian Movie in 3-D 


Release of “the first Christian motion 
picture in 3-D” was announced in New 
York City by the Rev. Paul E. Freed, 
president of International Evangelism, 
Inc., which sponsored the film. 

Called “The Burning Answer,” the fea- 
ture-length 16 mm. color movie, Freed 
said, aims to “present not only the 
answer to the problem of Communism 
but to the problem of many religious and 
civil leaders alarmed by the complacency 
of American Christians in regard to 
Communism.” 

It concerns the Communist terror and 
ruthlessness encountered by a young 
college instructor, Mark Sanford, and his 
wife, Julie, when they attempt, while in 
France for study on Mark’s doctorate, to 
contact Jean DuBois, an opera singer 
whom Julie had once known and who 
has turned Communist. 


Red Version of Nativity 

School children in Hungary are being 
taught a new Communist version of the 
birth of Christ in which the Bethlehem 
shepherds are portrayed as Russians, 
according to Hungarian refugees reach- 
ing Trieste. 
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One refugee gave this description of 
the way the story of the Nativity is 
taught: 

“There was once a poor married couple 
who had nothing to eat or to dress in. 
They asked the rich people for help but 
the rich people sent them away. Their 
baby was born in a stable and covered 
with rags in a manger. The day after the 
baby was born, some shepherds, who 
had come from Russia, brought the baby 
some gifts. 

“We come from a country (said the 
shepherds) where poverty and misery 
are unknown. In Russia the babies grow 
in liberty because there is no unemploy- 
ment or suffering. Joseph, the unem- 
ployed worker, asked the shepherds how 
they had found the house. The shepherds 
replied that a red star had guided them. 
Then the poor family took to the road. 
The shepherds covered the little baby 
with furs and they all set out for the 
Soviet paradise.” 


Bibles for West Pointers 

Dr. Frank Gaebelein, first vice presi- 
dent of the American Tract Society, 
preached the sermon at the 84th annual 
presentation of Bibles to incoming cadets 
of West Point late in September. The 
Bibles were given out by Henry G. 
Perry, executive secretary of the tract 
organization.

Christian conference center, recently 
elected new officers to its board of direc- 
tors for the 1953-54 season: Richard H. 
Plate, real estate man of Richmond, 
Calif., president; Frank Chamberlain, 
builder of Los Gatos, first vice president; 
Dan Hadsell, San Francisco attorney, 
second vice president; Claes V. S. Wyck- 
off, San Francisco advertising executive, 
secretary; and Ephraim Mersereau, San 
Jose business man, treasurer. 


Missionary Radio Advances 

i the strategic importance 
of follow-up for missionary radio pro- 
grams, delegates to the recent Panameri- 
can Christian Network conference in 
San Jose, Costa Rica, voted to sponsor 
distribution of a free Bible correspond- 
ence course to radio listeners throughout 
Latin America. 

Provided by World Gospel Crusades, 
the course was orginated in India by 
Don Hillis and is now in thirteen lan- 
guages. Hillis reports that 250,000 copies 
of the Gospel of John in Spanish and 
10,000 complete courses are already off 
the press in this “new move to reach 
the 21 republics of Central and South 
America for Christ.” 

Other major decisions reached by 
representatives of the five network sta- 
tions at the September conference were 
(1) development of an organizational 
setup based on these two years of oper- 
ation, (2) production of long-playing 
records of hymns and messages in addi- 
tion to the tape recordings now in use, 
(3) increasing the number and variety 
of programs available through the net- 
work, (4) encouraging the founding of 


new Christian stations in Latin countries. 

In addition, they plan to conduct an 
experiment with Dr. Donald G. Barn- 
house’s Portable Church Services. The 
network will produce a series of the pro- 
grams in Spanish and the Latin Ameri- 
can Mission will test them in Costa Rica. 
As the experiment proves practical, PCS 
will be another network service to all 
Latin America. 

Meeting for the first time since the 
network was founded two years ago, 
delegates from seven mission boards 
were unanimous in their enthusiasm for 
the progress that has been made by 
directors Robert and Eileen Remington. 

“We are all thrilled at the prospects 
that face the net,” said newly-elected 
president Arthur Zylstra as he took off 
on the plane for HCJB, Ecuador, “and 
we earnestly desire the prayers of all 
interested Christians for the further 
success of this cooperative project.” 

Other new officers include Harold 
Van Broekhoven of station TGNA in 
Guatemala as vice president and treas- 
urer, and Arthur Wormald of “The 
Southern Cross” in Bolivia as secretary. 
Phil Smith, of station TIFC in Costa 
Rica, where network headquarters are 
located, and Paul Pretiz, of station 
HOXO in Panama, complete the new 
board of directors. 


Race with Reds in Africa 

In an effort to thwart the Communist 
plan to capture the minds of the newly 
literate and nationalistic hordes of 
Africa, the Sudan Iaterior Mission is 
seeking to blanket large portions of that 
continent with a Christian newspaper, 
The African Challenge. 

The Rev. G. W. Playfair, general direc- 
tor of SIM, has been devoting a large 
share of his time on an extensive trip 
in the U. S. and Canada to acquaint 
Christians of the opportunity presented 
by mass circulation of the gospel publi- 
cation. In the last eighteen months the 
periodical has grown from 5,000 to 
25,000 copies and mission officials pre- 
dict that 50,000 will be reached by 
February. 

So impressed with the Challenge were 
officials of the Evangelical Literature 
Overseas Committee, they have sent 
1,500 copies to missionary leaders around 
the world in the belief that the periodi- 
cal can be employed in other parts of 
Africa, Asia and the islands of the 
Pacific. 

SIM officials recently learned that they 
can print the Challenge in England and 
ship it from there to Lagos, Nigeria, on 
the west coast of Africa for distribution. 
Many Nigerians as well as other nation- 
als in Africa read English. Earlier it 
was thought that the newspaper would 
be printed in Africa. 

“We hope to publish the paper in at 
least two Nigerian languages and as 
soon as possible in Arabic,” Dr. Playfair 
declared. 

That the mission is not moving any 
too quickly is indicated by the fact 
that a choice pictorial magazine, filled 
with Red propaganda, is printed in

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Late Report from Dark Spain 


It is doubtful whether there is a 
Roman Catholic country elsewhere 
in the world that is spiritually 
darker than Spain, not even Italy, 
the seat of the Vatican. In Italy 
the very presence of the Walden- 
sians, Italy’s ancient Protestant 
church, is a witness to the fact that 
a battle for freedom of conscience 
had been fought, and won, in that 
Roman Catholic land. 


Nowhere on the globe does a gov- 
ernment work as closely with the 
church as the Spanish government 
does, not even in Italy, the home- 
land of the Pope. Italy’s newspapers 
can at least voice an independent 
opinion, if they wish to, but never 
is this freedom of speech permitted 
in Spain. Church and state in Spain 
are one. In fact, the church is more 
powerful than the state and the 
state cannot move without the per- 
mission of the church, and for this 
reason, anyone that is not Roman 
Catholic is outside of their graces. 


It has been fitly said that “Spain 
is blessed by the Pope, ruled by the 
priest and exploited by the church.” 
And those who live in Spain are 
made to realize the price of the 
blessing, the hardness of the rule 
and the heartlessness of the exploi- 
tation. There are 29 million people 
in Spain with a small minority of 
about 30 to 40 thousand Protestants 
toward whom the Roman Catholic 
government manifests intolerance. 


How very different is the treat- 
ment of Roman Catholics in Prot- 
estant America from the treatment 
of Protestants in Roman Catholic 
Spain! It would seem a fair ex- 
change if Protestants in Spain would 
be given equal civil rights and pro- 
tection by law as Roman Catholics 
receive them in Protestant America. 
But the contrary is true. No matter 
how honorable a Protestant citizen 
may be, he is excommunicated from 
the benefits granted his Roman 
Catholic neighbor. 


Protestants in Spain are despised, 
hated and persecuted, not so much 
by the people as by the Roman 
hierarchy. A very subtly organized 
attempt is being made to annihilate 
all Protestants and this attempt is 
closing in on them like a creeping 
paralysis. 


In spite of these conditions, God’s 
hand is wonderfully moving in the 
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hearts of the people. Many Span- 
iards would openly confess the 
Lord Jesus Christ were it not for 
fear of the priest in whose power 
it lies to harm any non-Catholic 
and to speak an anathema over their 
heads. 


On the other hand, it is marvel- 
ous to see the courage of those who 
come out boldly for Christ and the 


’ Bible in public confession. Neither 


the anathema of the priest, nor the 
ostracism of fanatical relatives, nor 
the taking away of civil rights holds 
them back from the love and light 
and life of their Christian experience. 


The miracle of the presence of 
Protestantism in Spain is not due 
to any degree of tolerance on part 
of church and state but only to the 
protecting hand of God over His 
own. A line of Protestants has come 
down from the Reformation. The 
miracle is that God never leaves 
Himself without a witness. 


What is really happening in Spain 
is that men and women are seeking 
the Lord, accepting His Word and 
becoming evangelicals, beginning 
with great Jesuits down to the most 
humble of the land. 


Let us not think that the millions 
of dollars lent to Spain by the 
United States is easing up the evan- 
gelical situation in Spain. While the 
U. S. hands over millions in a 
goodwill policy, Spain tightens the 
ropes of Romanism in a _ policy 
of greater intolerance. 


Article Six in the law of Spain 
ambiguously declares religious lib- 
erty for all. The majority of the 
liberty is for all Roman Catholics, 
who, without restriction, may carry 
on their religious services. The 
measure of liberty allowed the 
Protestants amounts to the weight 
of a straw. 


One cannot understand the incon- 
sistencies of a government which 
claims to grant religious liberty and 
then, when evangelical pastors go 
about their business, as honorable 
citizens, fines them, imprisons them 
or banishes them from the country. 
It really costs something to be a 
Christian in Spain. 


The tightening of the ropes of 
Rome on evangelicals took place 
August 28, 1953, when the recent 


concordat was signed, vouching the 
support of the Roman Catholic 
Church by the Spanish government. 
A bishopric is to be established in 
every province of Spain with the 
promise of support by the state to 
build the new cathedrals and dwell- 
ings of the bishops and priests at 
the expense of the people who were 
never informed about the matter. 


Another unique privilege granted 
to Spain’s church-and-state, by the 
Vatican, and in the signing of the 
concordat, is the reestablishing of 
the Tribunal de la Rota, which has 
never been granted to any other 
Roman Catholic country before. In 
this Tribunal certain important mat- 
ters may be settled in Spain without 
officially taking them to Rome. 


Nevertheless, now the Lord is 
working by way of a hidden revival, 
bringing out of darkness into His 
marvelous light not only the people 
but the priests. There have been 
more conversions of priests from 
Roman Catholicism to evangelical 
Christianity in recent years than 
ever before in Spanish history. 


As a_ high-ranking converted 
Jesuit said in his testimony: “I tried 
to draw out of the Bible the tenets 
of Roman Catholicism and could 
not. Then I tried to fit them into the 
Bible and it would not work.” He 
surrendered to the Lord and is now 
preaching the gospel. 


An evangelical cannot hold a seat 
in the university, no matter how 
brilliant he may be. As soon as he 
is found out; he must leave. The 
medical association of Spain refused 
to accept into its membership a fine 
evangelical physician only for the 
reason that he was an evangelical. 
Evangelical widows receive no help 
from the government unless they 
recant and return to the Roman 
Catholic faith. Children of evan- 
gelical parents are disregarded in 
the Catholic schools which are the 
only schools permitted in Spain. 


Whether Paul ever reached Spain, 
no one really knows. But one 
thing is sure in our time. We can 
fulfill the desire of Paul—and more 
so of the Lord—and go and take 
the glorious gospel to a spiritually 
hungry people. It is the responsi- 
bility of the Church. The day has 
come to take the light of the gospel 
to Spain.

The First Epistle of John 
CHAPTER FIVE 


VERSES ONE TO FIVE 

Every one who believes that Jesus 
is the Christ, has been born of God; 
and every one who loves the Father 
loves that which has been born of 
Him. This is how we know that we 
love those born of God, by loving God 
and keeping His commandments, for 
the love we bear God means keeping 
His commandments, commandments 
which are not burdensome, for every- 
thing that has been born of God con- 
quers the world. Our faith is the 
victory which has conquered the 
world. Who is the one who has con- 
quered the world if not the one who 
believes that Jesus is the Son of God? 

On a superficial reading the theme 
might seem repetitive, but closer 
attention will reveal John’s purpose 
in this re-emphasis of truths already 
expounded. He feels constrained to 
meet the diffidence of the Christian 
who pauses after reading 4:18 to ask: 
“Do I, who so often feel the grip of 
fear, love God as I should?” 

The answer is simple. In the prac- 
tical, almost homely manner, which 
was his natural style, the old apostle 
shows that love for fellow Christians 
is the clearest and most convincing of 
demonstrations that we love God, and 
that obedience to God’s commands 
reinforces it. Love for God is the 
inner principle, love for the brethren 
is its outward manifestation, and love 
that does not include the desire to 
please and to obey is not worthy of 
its high name. Verse two literally 
tuns: “By this we know that we love 
the children of God, whenever we 
love God and keep His command- 
ments.” This is the only place in the 
epistle where the word whenever 
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occurs. The appeal is to experience. 
“Whenever” we love and obey we 
deepen faith and assurance. The 
opening words of the verse are a 
converse of 4:20 and 21, and are in- 
tended to suggest once more that love 
is not a mere matter of emotion. 

And such love runs counter to the 
whole current of a godless world. The 
pressure of society upon the Christian 
is ever toward selfishness, and the 
fulfillment of the “desire of the flesh, 
the desire of the eyes, and the proud 
glory of life” (2:16). In an earlier 
context John had assured his “chil- 
dren” that there was a power in the 
Church greater than the demonic 
impulse which made the strength of 
paganism (4:4). Here, in the context 
of the individual’s strife and victory, 
he repeats the assurance. “He who is 
in us,” was the One who overcame 
the world, and if faith can but com- 
pass that thought what can prevail 
against the Christian? 

The way, therefore, to victorious 
living is not the assertion of “our 
better selves.” A godless world order, 
the vast complex of temptation which 
arises from a society constructed on 
the principles of selfishness, and the 
pull and tug of evil within, all these 
weaken before the faith which looks 
to God and God only, and ever re- 
members that He “loved us first.” 

Note that verse four says “that 
which has been begotten of God.” 
The neuter pronoun is used, not the 
masculine, as though to cover and 
obliterate the human person. It is all 
of God; it is not the man, but what 
has taken place in the heart of man 
that wins the day. The participle is 
also a perfect participle, and this 
verbal form in Greek contains the 
two ideas of something done in the 
past and a state resulting from that 


, 


action and extending into present 
time. It is not “that which was be- 
gotten of God,” but “that which 
stands begotten.” The participle, in 
other words, contains not only the 
notion of the rebirth through which 
the child of God has passed, but also 
on the abiding life which follows that 
experience. 

Verse four seems inexhaustible. 
Note first two words. The word 
pistis, which is the commonest word 
in Greek for faith, occurs nowhere 
else in the epistles and Gospel of 
John in spite of the pervasive pres- 
ence of the idea. In its classical Greek 
form the word for victory, curiously 
enough occurs nowhere else in the 
New Testament. But it is not such pe- 
culiarities of vocabulary that make 
the wonder of the verse. It is the pro- 
fundity of the thought that faith is 
victory. Once faith is born in the 
Christian’s heart, he becomes forth- 
with invincible. If a man grasps with 
full confidence the truth of verse five, 
that the living God burst into human 
history in Christ, and in Christ 
wrought his salvation, neither angry 
despot, great leviathan, nor Satan 
himself can destroy him. 

Consider the audacity of such a 
statement in its context of time and 
place. Familiarity has dulled the edge 
of some of the sharpest words in the 
vocabulary of the faith, and an effort 
of the mind is required to catch the 
fresh strength of a saying as it first 
fell from lips or pen. John, the fish- 
erman from Palestine, wrote these 
words at the end of the first century 
of the Pax Romana. Rome ruled the 
world in which the apostle lived and 
wrote, Rome the mighty conqueror, 
whose word was law round the circle 
of the Inland Sea. If victory was the 
prerogative of any man, it belonged 
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to the prince by the Tiber, whose 
legions Were thrusting north through 
the lakes of Cumberland, manning 
the banks of the Rhine and the Dan- 
ube and holding the fierce ‘Parthians 
behind the Armenian mountains. 
Rome was supreme; hers was the 
victory. 

But Rome was doomed. Already in 
the cryptic language of the strange 
book he had sent past the guards 
when he toiled in the concentration 
camp of Patmos, Jehn had told of her 
defeat, and how the victory was theirs 
in whom Christ dwelt, who, out-liv- 
ing and out-dying their persecutors, 
were to aid in the fulfillment and 
fruition of the plans of the living God. 
Faith, “the title-deeds of things hoped 
for and the evidence of things not 
seen” was to prove a mightier force 
than the swords of the legions, and 
all the power of the first world total- 
itarian state. 


VERSES THIRTEEN TO SEVENTEEN 

These things I wrote to you that 
you may know that you have eternal 
life, you who believe in the name of 
the Son of God. And this is the bold- 
ness we have toward Him, that if we 
earnestly ask anything according to 
His will, He hears us. And if we know 
that He hears whatever we thus ask, 
we know that we have whatever we 
have asked of Him. If anyone sees 
his brother sinning a sin which is not 
unto death, he shall ask, and God will 
give him life, to those, that is, who sin 
not unto death. There is sin unto 
death. Not concerning that do I say 
you should make request. All un- 
righteousness is sin; and there is sin 
which is not unto death. 

The letter is finished, and it only 
remains to sum up and conclude. In 
his eagerness, however, to warn and 
io instruct John finds it impossible to 
recapitulate without introducing new 
material. So it is that the concluding 
verses become a postscript. 


The Gospel was written that men 
might believe in God's incarnate Son 
(20:31), and so have eternal life. The 
epistle, for fullness of measure (v. 
13), has been added that those who 
thus have eternal life may know that 
they possess it. In 1:4 the same aim 
had been expressed in slightly differ- 
ent words: “These things we write 
that our joy may be fulfilled,” and it 
is the knowledge of the priceless 
possession which inspires the joy. 

We have often had occasion to note 
how present to John’s mind through- 
out this letter was the vast problem 
of the heretic sects which so en- 
dangered God’s people. “How far,” 
some reader of the words may have 
asked, “should we pray for such 
people?” John believed that there were 
those who so determinedly, and of 
such set purpose, had rejected Christ, 
that it was useless to pray for them. 
“There is sin unto death” (v. 16). In 
view of this momentous statement 
John therefore recapitulates, and for 
the fourth time touches on the sub- 
ject of the Christian’s boldness before 
his God. In 2:28 and 4:17 the context 
is that of the Judgment Day. In 3:21, 
22 and here, the reference is to inter- 
cessory prayer. 

It is to be noted in verse fourteen 
that “ask” is what Greek grammar 
calls a “middle verb.” Such forma- 
tions are more intimate and personal 
than their corresponding actives. The 
insertion of “earnestly” is an attempt 
to render this notion. The main theme 
of the verse is a familiar one, but we 
may pause for a moment to recon- 
sider it. We are not expected to find 
out God’s will before we pray. We 
should ever pray with the Gethsem- 
ane proviso: “Nevertheless, not my 
will, but thine be done.” And how 
blessedly safe, since His will is ever 
for our good. It is the experience of 
most Christians that God seldom 
answers our prayers after the shape 
and fashion of our expectations, or 
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In St. Louis, when police asked John Shannon 
whether he had broken a window of the 
Supreme Poultry & Fish Co. and stolen a duck, 
he retorted: “I don’t know a thing about it,” 
was contradicted by a loud quack from inside 
his shirt. Thus it will be if any man should 
attempt to deny before God the fact of his 
innate sinfulness. The Adamic heart would cry 
out to give him the lie. 


quite in the manner we are so prone 
to prescribe for Him. He always 
wondrously exceeds all we may ask 
or think. The promise is simply that 
“He hears.” He answers in His own — 
transcendent way. It is in this sense 
(v. 15) that “we have whatever we 
ask of Him.” The Ezxpositor’s Greek 
Testament quotes Shakespeare aptly: 


We, ignorant of ourselves, 

Beg often our own harms, which 

the wise powers 

Deny us for our good; so find we 

profit 

By losing of our prayers. 

Christian experience, of course, can 
add to this. Our profit is seldom so 
negative. God gives rather than with- 
holds, but gives blessedly. 

In such faith, says John, we should 
pray for our stumbling brother, un- 
less his sin be “unto death.” Even 
then we are not expressly forbidden 
to pray. Note the last sentence of 
verse sixteen: “Not concerning that 
do I say you should make request.” 
The last two words translate a 
humbler, less urgent,. and less sup- 
pliant verb than that which is used 
for “ask” in verses fourteen, fifteen 
and sixteen. It is as though the 
apostle feels that prayer for such 
desperately wicked sinners must take 
care to avoid presumption. 

Looking at the self-willed evil of 
those who made havoc of his gospel, 
and at the subtle wickedness of those 
who perverted the simplicity of the 
message, the apostle saw sin so cal- 
culated and deliberate that he felt 
prayer for the sinner die on his lips, 
and felt he could not ask his “chil- 
dren” to intercede for those who 
plotted such cynical ruin for their 
souls. 

Applying his words to our own life 
and testimony, let us beware of too 
hasty decision. There are those today 
for whom it would be idle to pray. 
In this age of monumental sin there 
are those for whom the Church at 
large has raised no supplication. For 
the “many antichrists,” who still 
afflict us, it is useless to intercede. We 
can but pray that their plans find 
confusion, and that the judgment of 
Him who alone judges shall fall upon 
them. In the narrower circle of our 
more immediate experience we some- 
times find it impossible to frame a 
prayer for this one or that, esnecially 
perhaps in cases of open-eyed apos- 
tasy. Nevertheless have we not also 
been at times rebuked by the restor- 
ation or conversion of one: we have 
too hastily judged to be beyond the

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THE INVISIBLE WAR

priesthood of Satan is the next of his offices to 
be considered. We read, “Thou art the anointed 
cherub that covereth” (v. 14). The idea expressed in 
the word covereth has been widely interpreted by the 
commentators, but we find the most satisfactory idea 
not in a commentary but in the French translation of 
Segond: “Thou wast the protecting cherub with spread- 
out wings.” Here we begin to see him in his priestly 
function, associated with the cherubim who, even now, 
lead the worship of Heaven (Rev. 4:9, 10; 5:11-14), and 
who were near the throne of God. The wings of the 
cherub are outspread as in the case of the cherubim 
whose images were placed on top of the ark of the 
covenant. 

A further reference to his priesthood comes out in 
another verse in the same context. We read, “Thou 
hast defiled thy sanctuaries by the multitude of thine 
iniquities” (v. 18). The fact that Lucifer had sanctuaries 
indicates both worship and priesthood. It would appear 
that he received the worship of the universe beneath 
him and offered it to the Creator above him. This is 
intimated also in the statement that he had access to 
the highest realms of Heaven, into the very presence 
of God, for we read, “Thou wast upon the holy moun- 
tain of God; thou hast walked up and down in the 
midst of the stones of fire” (v. 14). 

One commentator, Pember, has explained this verse 
as follows: “The mountain of God is the place of His 
presence in visible glory, where His High Priest would. 
of course, stand before Him to minister. The stones of 
fire may, perhaps, be explained as follows. We know 
that the station of the cherubim is just beneath the 
glory at the footstool of the throne (Ezek. 1:26). Now 
when Moses took Aaron, Nadab, Abihu and seventy of 
the elders of Israel up the mountain of Sinai to see the 
God of Israel, ‘There was under His feet as it were a 
paved work of sapphire stones, and as it were the body 
of Heaven in its clearness . . . And the sight of the 
glory of the Lord was like devouring fire upon the top 
of the mount’ (Exod. 24:10,17). This paved work of 
sapphire glowing with devouring fire is, perhaps, the 
same as the stones of fire; and if so, Satan’s presence

of God.” 


Only One Will 

We thus see that he stood between God and the cre- 
ation. All of his authority was derived from God and 
God worked through him. Here, in the presence of 
God, Lucifer brought the worship of a universe of 
creatures and received those commands from the Al- 
mighty which, as the prophet of God, he transmitted to 
the worshiping creation. All was order, all was 
harmony. There was only one will in the universe and 
that was the will of God. Only one will. That fact 
constitutes the difference between eternity and time. In 
eternity there is none but the will of God; in time 
there is more than one will. 

The writer gave the content of this chapter as a 
lecture in a certain city and afterwards received 2 
letter from a Christian brother concerning the differ- 
ence between eternity and time, with some thought- 
provoking sentences that deserve the highest consider- 
ation, and with which we are in hearty accord. “Any 
definition of time is doubtless open to the charge of 
artificiality, since Scripture takes little notice of a dis- 
tinction’ between it and eternity. However, if we 
attempt to distinguish one from the other, we can hardly 
conceive of time without a starting point. From then 
until the future eternity begins, we are aware of time 
through the sequence of events which can be estab- 
lished -by reference to an initial point. Since God never 
began, we would properly take the oldest landmark as 
our point of reference.” Our correspondent gives good 
reasons for beginning with the creation of the Heavens 
and the earth, and ending with the creation of the new 
Heavens and the new earth. He further writes, “From 
the standpoint of Scripture, as distinguished from the 
speculations of philosophy, I should say that time is 
that part of all eternity during which God brings to 
fruition His counsels of grace. In the past eternity we 
have His counsels; in the coming eternity we have the 
abiding consequences of those counsels wrought out in 
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time . . . The fall of Satan is incontestably a notable 
event. Yet it does not represent God’s first step toward 
carrying out His purposes. We can appreciate that the 
rebellion of one of the highest created beings would be 
a most inappropriate way to commemorate a begin- 
ning. To do so enhances the stature of Satan as an 
opponent rather than a rebellious subordinate .. .” 


Satan’s Sin 

We agree with all this, and we shall show that Satan’s 
sin of the heart and mind preceded his sin of the will. 
Most certainly we must not think of God as a mere 
opponent in the invisible war. Rather than allow such 
a thought to go forth we would have named this work 
The Invisible Rebellion, but we judged that the facets 
of the problem which most urgently claim our atten- 
tion are those which reflect light on the conflict in 
which we are soldiers in a battle that was won before 
we ever had to begin fighting it. 

It is important, also, that we realize that the condi- 
tion of existence with but a single will in the universe 
prevailed until comparatively recently. Because we 
have already pointed out that unnumbered ages may lie 
between the time of the earth’s judgment, when it was 
first niade waste and empty, and the time, a few thou- 
sand years ago, when God moved to. re-form the 
earth during the six days it is not to be supposed that 
we have contradicted ourselves. For we must not forget 
that God is eternal, and that before the time of Lucifer’s 
fall God, the Father, Son and Holy Spirit, had existed 
together in mutual joy and satisfaction, for ever and 
ever in the past. It was on this ground that Augustine 
argued the necessity of the Trinity, for since God is 
love, and love must have an object, there was the 
Fathe: to originate love, the Son as the object of love 
and the eternal Spirit of love between them. It is only 
when we look at time through the Word that we realize 
that back of the very great past there is an infinite past 
during which there was the perfection of the single 


will of God. 


Origin of Evil 

The next verse in Ezekiel’s account gives us the key 
to the origin of evil in this universe. “Thou wast perfect 
in thy ways from the day that thou wast created, till 
iniquity was found in thee” (v. 15). What this iniquity 
was is revealed to us in some detail in the prophecy of 
Isaiah, but there are already interesting indications in 
our passage that we may not pass by. The fact given 
here is that iniquity came by what we might term 
spontaneous generation in the heart of this being in 
whom such magnificence of power and beauty had been 
combined and to whom such authority and privilege 
had been given. Here is the beginning of sin. Iniquity 
was found in the heart of Lucifer. So far as we know, 
here is the only verse in the Bible which states clearly 
the exact origin of sin. Other passages only amplify 
this one; for instance, the passage we will consider later 
when we come to the nature of man’s sin and what we 
might call the rules under which sin is practiced (Isa. 


26 When doubt calls let faith answer the door 


45:7). But the passage before us is the stark declara- 
tion by God that sin originated in the heart of Lucifer. 

We have one more phrase in Ezekiel’s account to 
consider closely. The Authorized Version reads: “By 
the multitude of thy merchandise they have filled the 
midst of thee with violence, and thou hast sinned.” We 
shall see this whole picture much more sharply if we 
realize that each word is like a lens that needs to be 
finely focused to give a clearly etched image. First of 
all, we must not be led aside by our common use of 
the word merchandise, indicating things bought and 
sold. In Ezekiel’s usage it means anything that passes 
through the hands. For example, we would say, in 
common speech, that a judge who used his high position 
for personal profit had made merchandise of justice. 
We knew of a distinguished musician who used his 
great talent, acknowledged throughout the world, to 
make himself the immoral master of the lives of some 
of his pupils. His merchandise was personality and 
artistic ability. 


Lifted Up With Pride 

So Satan, passing through his hands the merchandise 
of authority from God above to the creation below, and 
returning the merchandise of worship from the world 
of spirit beings to God above, decided that, since he 
was wise and beautiful to such a degree, he could retain 
some of the worship for himself, and that he could 
originate some of the authority in himself. Thus he 
filled his heart with the violence of rebellion. He had 
been entrusted with God’s government, priesthood and 
spokesmanship, but he wanted to act independently of 
God. He who was prophet—could he not give orders 
under his own authority instead of being utterly de- 
pendent upon the invisible God? He who found himself, 
as he was in truth, so magnificent, so beautiful, so filled 
with power, sealing up the sum—could he not take some 
of the worship of the multitudes for himself? Was there 
not some worthiness in himself that should be acknow- 
ledged? Here is the origin of sin. 

There is a New Testament passage which sheds great 
light upon this phase of the truth. The Holy Spirit is 
speaking of the characteristics which must be possessed 
by one who is to be an overseer in spiritual things 
(1 Tim. 3:1-6). We must understand that the spiritual 
principle involved is applicable to every Christian. For 
overseer the word bishop is used, but we must under- 
stand the meaning of the word. The Greek root epis- 
kopos from which bishop is derived, and which also 
gives our word episcopal, is a compound word. Part of 
it is the root that has given us scope and telescope. This 
part ineans “to view.” The preposition epi means on or 
over. An epi scopos is simply an overseer. When Peter 
counsels the elders to take the “oversight” of the flock 
of God (1 Pet. 5:1), he is calling them to exercise a 
proper bishopric. The heavy-lipped Latins dropped the 
e and spoke of ebiscopus and then biscopus. 

The heavier-lipped Germans and Anglo-Saxons al- 
tered it in a dozen ways, including biscop, biscof and

A Warless World 
(Isaiah 2:2-4; 9:2, 5-73; 65:17-25;

(Devotional Reading: Luke 1:68-79) 


DATES AND (1) Isaiah prophesied 
SETTINGS during the reigns of 
Kings Uzziah, Jotham, Ahaz and Heze- 
kiah (Isa. 1:1) which would be about 
785-693 B.C. Of course, it is conceivable 
that the prophet did not live through all 
of those reigns but probably the latter 
part of Uzziah’s rule—from which time 
he dated his inauguration to the pro- 
phetic office (Isa. 6:1). We may estimat2 
Uzziah’s death about 740 B.C., and we 
know that Isaiah was still alive and ac- 
tive during the siege of Jerusalem in 
701 B.C.; consequently, we may place his 
writings somewhere between 740-701 B.C. 
(2) The portion of the Gospel of Luke 
is, of course, the familiar Christmas sec- 
tion dealing with the birth of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. The dates for Christ’s birth 
have been much in dispute. We may say 
that the nativity took place somewhere 
between 7 and 4 B.C., with the proba- 
bility being 6 or 5 B.C. Most certainly 
Jesus was not born in December; the 
month, while not known exactly, may 
have been some time from April to late 
August. 


INTRODUCTION This lesson attempts 
great things—too great 
for the compass of a single study. It is 
an endeavor to deal with the first and 
second advents of Christ, though some 
would deny this. There is a rather wide- 
spread —and wholly sentimental — idea 
that the birth of Jesus and his subse- 
quent growth to manhood, ushered in 
the kingdom in essence, and that, through 
the continued preaching of the gospel, 
eventually the kingdom shall become a 
reality in fact. It is felt by such starry- 
eyed dreamers that we should not be 
discouraged by the fact that Christianity 
has been in the world for centuries and 
has not brought the world the peace that 
the “tiny Babe” was supposed to bring. 
“Keep preaching the gospel of peace,” 
we are told, and eventually the nations 
— realize that this is the right way to 
ive. 
Well, of course, anyone who knows 
his Bible is aware that such philosophy 
is totally alien to God’s eternal plan and 
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purpose for the race. We know that the 
Babe was born in Bethlehem’s manger. 
The beautiful Christmas story we repeat 
each year at this time is true! But it 
was not His first coming that was to 
bring peace (Mt. 10:34), but His return 
in glory. Christ is the Prince of Peace, 
to be sure, and the world will yet see 
a just and lasting peace; but it will never 
be through the United Nations or any 
other man-made organization. It will 
descend from Heaven at the second ad- 
vent, and Christ will enforce this 
Heaven-created peace during the king- 
dom age. Only when we understand the 
two advents of our Lord, separated by 
an unnamed period called the Church 
Age, can we see the beauty of this Sun- 
day’s lesson. 


The Exposition 


Here is the passage 
which is repeatedly 
brought to our attention by the so-called 
apostles of the warless world—those who 
wrongly look to human effort::to avert 
and abolish war. They love to wave the 
passage as a banner to give prestige to 
their utopian dreams. It is a beautiful 
passage, repeated again in Micah 4:1-3 
(and this, incidentally, has given rise to 
all sorts of ideas as to who wrote it first, 
Isaiah or Micah. We have not the space 
to go into these arguments now). The 
portion has oftentimes been confused 
with Joel 3:10, where the statement is 
reversed and put as a command. Actu- 
ally, Isaiah and Micah looked beyond 
the horizon of their time—and even 
ours—and viewed the serenity of the 
coming warless .world—brought about, 
not by man, but by the second coming 
of Christ when He comes to establish 
His kingdom. Then, and only then, can 
there be lasting peace. 

In Scripture, particularly in the pro- 
phetic writings, there are words which 
have a symbolic significance. Thus, 
“horn” speaks of earthly power or gov- 
ernment; “sea” oftentimes refers to the 
masses of mankind; a “lion” is the 
symbol of power; the “lamb,” of sacri- 
fice. So, when we read here that the 
“mountain” of the Lord shall be estab- 
lished above the other mountains, it is 
a prophetic reference to the government 
or kingdom of Christ which shall be su- 
preme, overthrowing all other kingdoms 
or authorities. This can never come 
about through the preaching of the gos- 
pel; it was not intended to. But, when 
the King comes back, He will bring in 
His kingdom. 


ISAIAH 2:2-4 


ISAIAH 9:2 Christmas has all but 
lost its religious signifi- 
cance. Each year shows a er trend 


away from any emphasis upon the Chris- 


' tian motif. With the exception of the 


few stores in our cities which ve 
manger displays, and the well-worn rec- 
ords which occasionally grind out a 
Christmas carol sung by someone who 
has not the remotest idea of the meaning 
of the words: with these exceptions, the 
whole celebration of Christmasor 
X-mas—has become thoroughly com- 
mercialized. But, indeed, there is no 
wonder that this should be so. John 
tells us (John 1:9) that Christ was the 
true light, lighting every man who comes 
into the world. So He was, for He came 
to bring light; He came from the realms 
of light, and was light Himself. But the 
darkened, blinded eyes of unregenerate 
men cannot see the true light until they 
are given supernatural sight. They walk 
in darkness, and only when divinely 
enabled can they see the Light of the 
World, the Lord Jesus Christ. As a mat- 
ter of fact, all of us once dwelt “in the 
land of the shadow of death.” Upon all 
of us, “the light shined.” But only those 
of us saw the light to whom the Holy 
Spirit gave sight. 

ISAIAH 9:5-7 It has often been point- 
ed out, and needs now 
but a recalling, that the “child” was 
born—born of the virgin mother through 
the instrumentality of the Holy Spirit. 
But the “son” was given. Here, human- 
ity and deity meet and become one in 
Him who was perfect Man and Deity at 
the same time. But notice the vast era 
of history which might be written in 
after the phrase “. . . is given.” The 
vast chain of events which have taken 
place since that memorable day in Beth- 
lehem down to the present time, all fit 
in after that. little: phrase. These things 
were all necessary before “the govern- 
ment shall be upon his shoulder, and 
his name’ shall be called Wonderful, 
Counsellor, The mighty God, The ever- 
lasting Father, The Prince of Peace.” 
The child has been born; the Son, given; 
and it may not now be very much longer 
before the rest of the verse shall become 
true, and “the kingdoms of this world 
shall become the kingdoms of our Lord 
and his Christ” (Rev. 11:15). 

LUKE 2:8-14 Here are just a few 
particulars to observe in 
meditating once again on this well- 
known section of Scripture. (1) The 
shepherds were about their business, 
expecting nothing unusual to happen. 
So shall it be at the second advent when 
“in such a time as ye think not” the 
Christ shall come...The shepherds saw 
no star, contrary to the Christmas cards. 
They saw the “glory of the Lord.” the 
“angel of the Lord,” and the multitude 
of the heavenly angelic beings. (3) The 
angel of the Lord who spoke to them 
literally said: “. . . behold, I preach the 
gospel of great joy to you.” The same 
Greek word (euaggelizomai) which gives 
us evangelize is used throughout the 
New Testament for “preach the gospel,” 
and is here translated “bring good tid- 
ings.” (4) Observe in passing the three 
names of our Lord in verse eleven: 
Saviour, Christ, Lord. (5) There was a 
“sign”—a divinely-given indication— 
provided for the Shepherds to convince 
them, for “the Jews require a sign” 
(1 Cor. 1:22). See verse twelve. (6) 
How glorious must have been the great 
angelic chorus singing the praises of 
God. “Heavenly host” is, more literally, 
“armies of Heaven.” The word “host,” 
so prevalent in both Old and New Testa- 
ments, might well be translated each 
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time by “army.” Thus, “the Lord of 
Hosts” could become, “the Commander 
of the Armies.” 


CONCLUSION May it be, when Christ- 
mas day comes round 
once more, that we who understand the 
true meaning of this glorious day, shall 
think not alone in terms of our Lord’s 
first coming, but realize perhaps as never 
before, that his first and second advents 
are inseparably linked together. The 
tiny Babe became the Christ of the 
cross, the risen Lord, the ascended High 
Priest, and the soon-coming King of 
kings and Lord of lords. The world 
looks for ~eace, and can never have it 
without the Prince of Peace whom they 
reject. But, while this mad search for 
world peace goes on, individual believers 
are finding that which is _ infinitely 
greater: peace with God and the peace 
of God which passes human under- 
standing. For we have found that God 
has highly exalted His Son, giving Him 
the name above every name. We know 
that at His feet every knee shall bow 
and each person shall confess to His 
power and deity—voluntarily now, or 
through force when He returns. 


DECEMBER 27, 1953 
“Thy Kingdom Come!” 


(Matthew 6:9, 10; 28:16-20; John 17:18-21; 
Acts 1:68; Revelation 11:15b)

(Devotional Reading: Ephesians 6:10-20) 


DATES AND (1) The portions from 
SETTINGS Matthew’s Gospel took 
place at Galilee, the one at the outset 
and the other at the conclusion of the 
earthly ministry of Christ. It is to be 
noted that both episodes occurred on 
mountain or hill tops. (2) The passage 
in John’s Gospel comes from the beauti- 
ful High Priestly prayer of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, prayed on the way from 
the Last Supper to the cross—probably 
in the Garden of Gethsemane. (3) The 
section from the book of the Acts re- 
counts the last words spoken by Christ 
before His ascension. This was about 
forty days after His resurrection. (4) 
The book of Revelation was written by 
John the apostle toward the end of the 
first century, possibly 96 A.D., trom his 
exile on the island of Patmos. It deals, 
for the most part, with the timeless 
future. 


INTRODUCTION Back in 1943, Dr. I. L. 

Yearby, one of the 
speakers at a great prophetic congress 
in New York City opened his address 
by saying: “That it is the purpose and 
plan of God to ultimately end the rule 
of man and the triumph of Satan and 
set up a kingdom on earth in which His 
only begotten Son will reign in right- 
eousness, is the obvious revelation of 
the inspired Word of God. The pro- 
phetic Scriptures predict and promise 
the King. The Gospels present the King, 
revealing His person and character. They 
also tell us of His rejection by His own 
nation when He presented Himself at 
His advent. The King’s ultimate en- 
thronement in power and glory is re- 
vealed, and His universal reign over the 
whole earth is described.” 

Our lesson for this Sunday deals with 
the coming kingdom of our Lord Jesus 
Christ when He shall be absolute ruler 
over men, and men shall have finally 
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realized his utter inability to rule him- 
self adequately. It is significant, indeed, 
that much has been spoken and written 
on the subject of the coming kingdom 
of God on earth. There are those who 
look upon the Church as being the king- 
dom; others who believe that the 
Church, by its efforts in preaching the 
gospel will eventually convert the world 
and bring in the kingdom. It is clearly 
taught in the Word of God that there is 
to be a literal kingdom on earth with 
Christ as the king. We need not go into 
the length of the kingdom, though this 
writer believes that it will be a “millen- 
nial” (1000 years long) reign in accord- 
ance with Revelation 20:4, 6. However, 
we must be very dogmatic when we say 
that this kingdom, though prophesied in 
Scripture, has not as yet become a 
reality. It is still future. The words 
taught by our Lord as a model for the 
believers’ prayer, are still echoing from 
earnest hearts: “Thy kingdom come!” 
May this be the fervent petition of every 
child of God. 


The Exposition 


MATTHEW It is interesting to find 
6:9, 10 that two great prayers 
have been included in our lesson this 
week—the “disciples’ prayer” and the 
“Lord’s prayer.” Almost universally, 
Matthew 6:9-13 has been titled “the 
Lord’s prayer.” Of course, it is nothing 
of the sort, except insofar as the giving 
of it is concerned. Jesus Christ could 
never have prayed this prayer Himself. 
He did not need to ask the Father for 
daily bread; He, being God, created 
bread when necessary. He did not have 
to ask forgiveness for His debts or sins; 
He had none to be forgiven. He did not 
shrink from facing temptation; He boldly 
advanced to meet the prince of darkness 
in combat. No, this was not the Lord’s 
prayer; it is the prayer of His disciples. 
The true Lord’s prayer is contained in 
the seventeenth chapter of John, a por- 
tion of which we shall presently con- 
sider. It is to be observed, however, 
that in this prayer before us, the first 
two verses (9, 10) deal with the Lord: 

.. thy name... thy kingdom .. . 
thy will . . .” whereas the remaining 
verses concern us: “... our bread... 
our debts ... our debtors... lead us 

. deliver us ...” Prayer must ever 
be vertical as well as horizontal; it must 
involve our relation to the Lord and our 
concern for our fellowman. “Thou shalt 
love the Lord . .. and thy neighbor . . 
was the requirement of the law; the gos- 
pel does not require less. 


MATTHEW There is something pene- 
28:16-20 tratingly sad about the 
opening words of verse 16: “. . . the 
eleven disciples . . .” How great a 
tragedy was the life of Judas who went 
to “his own place.” But it is significant 
that after the resurrection, that little 
band who had dispersed at the cross had 
come together once more to meet with 
their Lord. They had appeared so un- 
faithful in forsaking Him when He 
needed their human companionship; yet 
undoubtedly, Christ had prayed for them 
all, as He did for Peter, “that thy faith 
fail not” (Lk. 22:32), and none of them 
was lost except the son of perdition. 
Doubting . questioning .. . perplexed 

confused—yes, that they were. But 
convinced of His power and deity, they 
must have cried out anew: “Lord, to 
whom shall we go? Thou hast the words 
of eternal life.” How beautiful is this 
Great Commission of our text, binding 
upon all of Jesus’ followers down to the 
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reports of this work. Be 





present. His power still is available to 
us; our responsibility remains—to teach 
all nations, and see that they are bap- 
tized into the Christian Church. His 
promise of constant abiding will not fail; 
He is with us even to the end of the age. 
It was this consciousness which gave life 
and vitality to the early Christian 
Church—the burning zeal which so often 
the modern church lacks. 


JOHN 17:18-21 This beautiful Lord’s 

Prayer contains seven 
distinct requests: two of them related to 
our Lord (vv. 1, 5); the other five re- 
lated to us (vv. 11, 15, 17, 21, 24). The 
portion assigned to us is especially sig- 
nificant if we think of Christ our High 
Priest preparing to approach the presence 
of the Father to make atonement for the 
sins of the world. As the Old Testament 
high priest would sanctify himself be- 
fore entering the holy of holies with the 
shed blood to offer it on behalf of his 
people, so Christ here tells us that He 
has sanctified Himself for our sake, that 
He might offer His own blood as a sacri- 
fice before the Father for man’s sin. We 
are not to infer from this that Christ had 
to offer a sacrifice for Himself, as did the 
Hebrew high priest; Christ had no sin! 
But He became our sacrifice at Calvary, 
and carried the blood, as it were, behind 
the veil as an offering for the sin of 
man. Then note, too, the far-reaching 
quality of our Lord’s prayer—not alone 
for His then-present disciples, but for all 
believers down through the centuries. 
You and I as Christians were in that 
prayer, for in the great plan of God, we 
were chosen in Christ before the foun- 
dation of the world (Eph. 1:4). In God’s 
own time, one by one, His chosen ones 
are brought by the Holy Spirit to faith 
in Christ Jesus. And, back there, stand- 
ing on the threshold of Calvary, our 
Lord prayed for us. 


ACTS 1:6-8 This very familiar sec- 
tion of the Scriptures, 
quoted so often; came in answer to the 
qyestion of the disciples concerning the 
kingdom. The Jewish mind had been 
conditioned to consider the Messianic 
kingdom. During His earthly ministry, 
Christ’s disciples had repeatedly expected 
Him to establish the kingdom before 
their eyes, and were rather startled and 
chagrined when He began to speak of 
His coming death. Now, surely, since 
He had risen gloriously, they thought 
He would set up the throne of David 
and reign. Thus, the question of verse 
6: “Is this the time now? Will you begin 
the kingdom at this time?” It might be 
interesting at this point to search the 
Gospel accounts and observe the many 
times the disciples asked Jesus questions. 
These questions might bring illumina- 
tion to many of the problems of our 
lives. For example, see Matthew 18:21, 
Luke 9:54, Luke 10:40, Luke 22:49, John 
6:68, John 14:5, John 21:21 and others. 
These make a fascinating study. Our 
text clearly tells us that we are not to 
be busily engaged in questions related to 
the building of a kingdom, or specula- 
tions as to when the kingdom is to ap- 
pear. Such information belongs to the 
Father and has not been committed to us 
(Deut. 29:29). What is the task of the 
Church of Jesus Christ today? We are 
to be witnesses, telling what we know to 
be true in our own lives concerning 
Christ the Saviour. 


REVELATION The cry is often raised 
11:15b in our day: ‘‘Why 
doesn’t God do something about the 
world situation? Why doesn’t He smite 


Communism and abolish war?” etc., etc. 
Very bluntly, God has voluntarily taken 
a back seat. Man has insisted that he 
can run the world, so God has simply 
said: “Go ahead! Let’s see you dé it!” He 
still holds the reins in His hands, of 
course, and can draw them up at any 
time, but they are hanging loosely 
enough so man can have the freedom he 
so much desires. But one day, those 
reins will be drawn up sharply. In God’s 
own designated time, when man’s desire 
to make one world shall have proven to 
be a satanic masterpiece, then shall those 
“great voices in heaven” say: “The king- 
dom (singular, Greek) of the world has 
become the kingdom of our Lord and of 
his Christ, and he shall reign for ever 
and ever” (RSV). How glorious will be 
that day when the kingdom which only 
He can bring to pass, shall become a 
reality. “Even so, come, Lord Jesus.” 


JANUARY 3, 1954 
God Revealed in Christ 
(John 1; John 20:30-31) 
(Printed Text: John 1:14-23 and 29-36) 
(Devotional Reading: Hebrews 1:1-9) 


INTRODUCTION A brief word may be in 
order concerning the 
lessons for the year 1954, as they are 
planned for us by the International 
Council of Religious Education. As in 
the first quarter of 1951, Mark’s Gospel 
was chosen for consecutive study, and 
in 1953 the Gospel of Matthew was 
studied as a book (continued from the 
final quarter of 1952), so we open 
quarter with lessons on the fourth Gospel 
which is here called “The Gospel of 
Divine Love.” : 
This study, begun with this week’s 
lesson, will eontinue through the Easter 
Sunday commentary—the end of the first 
quarter. The next series of studies— 
April 25 through June 27—will concern 
the Northern Kingdom history including 
an investigation of the writings of the 
prophets of that kingdom. Then, for the 
third quarter (July 4 through September 
26) a series of lessons on growth in our 
Christian living will be presented. The 
concluding quarter, which promises to 
be very interesting in this writer’s view, 
will be a concentration upon the wisdom 
and poetic literature of the Old Testa- 
ment—Job, Psalms, Proverbs and Eccle- 
siastes. All in all, we have a rather 
interesting year before us in Sunday 
school lesson material which should add 
substantially to our knowledge of Scrip- 
ture and God’s dealings with His people 
through the Word. 
DATE AND The writings of the 
SETTING apostle John (his Gos- 
pel, 1, 2 and 3 John and the Revelation) 
appear to have been written in the same 
general period, probably from John’s 
exile on Patmos. At any rate, they can 
be dated in the latter part of the first 
century—90 to 98 A.D. The Gospel re- 
cords incidents in the life of our Lord 
untouched by the synoptic writers, de- 
signed to present a magnificent view of 
His deity. Our lesson for today deals 
with the incarnation and the opening 
of His public ministry. The dates would 
be: incarnation (or birth) of our Lord 
—about 6 B.C.; beginning of His public 
ministry—about 27 A.D. The places: 
Bethlehem for the first, and Bethabara 
(Bethany?) beyond the Jordan River, 
for the second. 


The Exposition 
JOHN 1:14-23 This opening chapter of 
the fourth Gospel de- 
scribes our Lord as the Logos, or “Word” 
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which is the English rendition of. the 
Greek form. Dr. James Moffatt, rather 
than attempt a weak representation of 
the Greek term, has left it untranslated 
as Logos in his version of the New Testa- 
ment. It is difficult to say what would 
be the best way to translate the meaning 
of this Greek idea. Philosophers of the 
past used the word Logos, for example, 
to describe the constant state of change 
and movement (Heraclitus), or the di- 
vine force from which the world has 
arisen (Plato). Philo, the Jewish philoso- 
pher of the first century B. C., used the 
word Logos as applying to reason. If 
we turn to the Greek Old Testament 
(Septuagint—LXX), we find the word 
Logos used to include the divine will, or 
personified wisdom, while the New 
Testament uses the term over and over 
again to convey the meaning of “com- 
munication,” “saying,” “speech,” “utter- 
ance,” “word.” It is significant, there- 
fore, that when we read (v. 14) that 
“the Logos became flesh .. .” it refers 
to Christ as the living spokesman of God. 
He was the divine utterance or com- 
munication. Yet it is, of course, impos- 
sible for human beings like us to under- 
stand divine concepts (Isa. 55:8, 9) 
without some means of revelation in 
terms that we can appreciate and grasp. 
So, in becoming incarnate as the Son, 
God brought the divine speech to us in 
human form so that we might under- 
stand and believe. This is what is meant 
by the Word becoming flesh. The in- 
carnation became an actuality at Bethle- 
hem when Christ the Saviour was born. 

The next section deals briefly with the 
ministry of John the Baptist and his 
raison d’étre. In a certain sense, John 
occupied a unique position: he was the 
last of the Old Testament prophets, for 
subsequent to his ministry, the new age 
of grace began (Lk. 16:16). And yet, 
John was a fore-type in part at least, of 
what you and I are to be—witnesses of 
Him (v. 15). It was apparently the cus- 
tom in biblical times, for religious offi- 
cials to be alert to any new dynamic 
outstanding personality who might ap- 
pear on the local scene. Each such 
person was a potential Messiah—in ful- 
fillment of the ancient prophecies. Thus, 
when a man arose head and shoulders 
above his fellow men ° intellectually, 
politically or spiritually, immediately a 
delegation was sent to interview him and 
certain stock questions were put to him. 
“Are you the Messiah?” “Are you Elijah 
returned from the dead?” “Are you that 
prophet?” 

Consequently, as John the Baptist 
made his debut as a preacher of God’s 
righteousness, instantly word reached 
the leaders at Jerusalem: “There’s a 
fellow out there at Bethabara preaching 
a fiery message; he must be the Mes- 
siah!” The religious officials gathered 
their robes about them, picked up a 
copy of the questionnaire, and hurried 
out to where John was preaching. And 
so they asked him: “Question 1: Are 
you the Messiah?” “No, I am not!” 
Check! “Question No. 2: Are you that 
prophet (Deut. 18:15)?” “No.” Check! 
“Question No. 3: Are you Elijah returned 
from the dead?” “No, wrong again!” 
Rather exasperated at this point, the 
priests demanded: “Well, who are you 
anyway?” And then came John’s great 
testimony: “I am the voice of one crying 
in the wilderness .. .” (v. 23). That is 
what you and I are to be as believers— 
mere voices, sounding forth the message 
of —_—— in the wilderness of this 
world. 
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JOHN 1:29-36 Oftentimes, it is errone- 
ously said that Jesus 
Christ is the “way-shower.” Indeed He 
was not! Christ was the Way (John 
14:6); John the Baptist was one of the 
Way-showers. His task and privilege 
was to be the “finger-man”—the one to 
point out the Messiah as He came to 
begin His earthly ministry. The brief 
span of our text covers two days, and 
on both of them, John is seen carrying 
out his mission of indicating the Lord 
Jesus Christ. It is important to notice 
that John did not speak of Jesus as the 
Messiah; he did not say “Behold the 
Messiah—the King!” It was a political 
and powerful leader the Jews were seek- 
ing to help them overthrow the Roman 
yoke. They had their little framework 
and pattern all established, and anyone 
who could fit into the blueprint as con- 

ueror would be readily accepted by 
Sens as Messiah of Israel. But observe 
that when John introduced the Saviour, 
He avoided all reference to power: “Be- 
hold the Lamb of God!” The Lamb 
which would instantly bring to the ming 
of every Jew the concept of sacrifice for 
sin! It was a stinging, biting criticism 
of their selfish ideas of political aggran- 
dizement, and a call to that which was 
their greatest need—humility, and re- 
turn to Jehovah by His paths. So, “Be- 
hold the Lamb .. . which taketh away 
the sin of the world.” 

John’s ministry was bound to wane; 
indeed, this is what he desired for he 
said: “He (Christ) must increase, but I 
must decrease” (John 3:30). It prob- 
ably was not an easy task for the Bap- 
tist to play the part he did; man’s nature 
cries out for recognition and adulation. 
To be a channel only through whom 
others are led to someone even greater 
—- a humble spirit indeed. It was 
right at this P nage you will remember, 
that Lucifer the great angelic being met 
his fall. He, too, occupied a place of 
responsibility. His task was to act as a 
channel through whom the praise of 
lower creatures would reach the Lord 
God. But Lucifer determined not to be 
a “middle-man,” but to be the ultimate 
recipient of all praise himself. And he 
who said “I will be like the most High” 
became Satan the prince of darkness by 
way of punishment (Isa. 14:12-15; Ezek. 
28:11-19). How unlike Lucifer John was, 
for he was perfectly content to be a 
way-shower, a door attendant in the 
house of his God, a voice crying in the 
wilderness; all, in order that Christ the 
Saviour might receive the glory and 
preeminence. Thus, one by one, John’s 
disciples forsook him and attached them- 
selves to Jesus; one by one those who 
had flocked from all over the area to 
hear John preach his sulphur and brim- 
stone sermons, left the faithful prophet 
for the One who was greater than he. 
A blow to his pride? Yes, it must have 
been, but gladly did John see his dis- 
ciples follow Jesus. 

CONCLUSION Sometimes, the individ- 
ual Christian feels in- 
significant in his role of layman. He 
thinks of the preacher in the limelight, 
doing great things for the Lord while 
he, untrained in theological matters, is 
forced to stand on the sidelines. Let no 
child of God ever think in this fashion! 
True, the man in the pulpit may exercise 
a wider influence for the Lord since he 
spe. to more ple. Yet it is not 
the quantity but the quality that counts. 
John, by his public ministry, had at- 
tracted two disciples to himself among 


the many (v. 37). As he watched them 
depart to follow Jesus, he may have 
thought little further would come of 
their discipleship. Yet one of those two 
was Andrew and it was Andrew the 
layman who brought the mighty Peter 
to the Lord. “Let us not be weary in 
well-doing .. .” 


JANUARY 10, 1954 
Jesus Uses His Authority 


(John 2) 
(Printed Text: John 2:13-25) 
(Devotional Reading: Ephesians 1:15-23) 


DATES AND Our lesson takes us back 
SETTINGS to the early part of 
Jesus’ public ministry—to His first purg- 
ing of the Temple in A. D. 27. The place, 
of course, was the great Temple at Jeru- 
salem. Much has been written in an 
endeavor to prove that there was only 
one Temple-cleansing and that the ac- 
counts of the synoptic writers and this 
passage in John refer to the same event. 
This is, of course, untrue. There were 
two cleansings of the Temple by our 
Lord—one at the outset of His public 
ministry, and the other toward its close. 
A careful reading of the contexts will 
confirm this fact. 


INTRODUCTION The proponents of the 

weak, anemic, “shrink- 
ing-violet” type of Christ who is all love 
and no wrath, are hard-put to explain 
His actions at this point. Certainly God 
is love, and His incarnate Son is the 
very manifestation of divine love. Yet, 
we must never lose sight of the fact that 
God is also justice, righteousness, holi- 
ness, purity; and His wrath is extremely 
noticeable when these attributes are 
transgressed. Thus, in His dynamic ex- 
hibition in the Temple on that spring 
day, the Lord Jesus Christ gave ample 
demonstration of the divine righteous 
indignation. His action must have had 
sufficient suddenness to come upon the 
merchants and money-changers com- 
pletely unaware. There seems to have 
been no opposition other than the verbal 
barrage when they recovered some 
semblance of composure (v. 18). I 
rather suspect that our Lord presented 
an imposing figure—nothing like the 
effeminate person so many artists have 
represented Him to be. No delicate, soft 
weakling could have withstood the wrath 
of that Temple crowd of crooked mer- 
chants whose smooth machinery had 
been disturbed. Whatever one may think 
of Bruce Barton and his book The Man 
Nobody Knows, one thing can be said 
in its favor: he presented Jesus as a 
Man among men, One who commanded 
and received respect and even, in some 
cases, awe, from His contemporaries. 
This is the type of Person with whom 
our lesson. deals. 


The Exposition 


JOHN 2:13-17 The occasion of the 

Passover was a dra- 
matic scene in the city of Jerusalem. 
Pilgrims from all over Palestine would 
be coming up to the Holy City to attend 
the services, and offer their sacrifices. 
The roads were crowded, the inns 
usually filled to capacity and local resi- 
dents would often open their homes to 
outsiders who had come for the feast. 
Many would bring their own animals 
for sacrifice from their home towns, 
though often these would be rejected by 
Temple authorities who demanded the 
animals sold in the outer-court and 
marked with the Temple approval in- 
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signia. The abuses of this commercial- 
ized system were outrageous and it was 
just this sort of thing that stirred our 
Lord’s righteous anger. 


Take, for example, the “money chang- 
ers” who conducted a very lucrative 
business. When you consider that wor- 
shipers from all over would be coming 
to Jerusalem bringing with them their 
own local coinage, it can be immediately 
seen that this money had to be converted 
into Temple currency in order to pay 
the tribute or tax required at Jerusalem 
for the occasion. Only Temple currency 
was permitted and there had to be some 
way of converting foreign money. At 
the worshipers’ service, therefore, were 
the money-changers, ready to filch from 
them everything possible. It is interest- 
ing to notice that, in the Greek text, 
John used two different words to de- 
scribe these nefarious schemers who 
worked hand in glove with the religious 
authorities. In verse 14 the word simply 
means “one who gives small change,” 
much like the transit clerk in our cities 
who dispenses equivalent small change 
for a dollar bill. But the second time 
John mentioned the word “changers of 
money” (v. 15) he used a different Greek 
term—one which suggests the added 
charge which was made for the conver- 
sion of the money—a sort of under-the- 
table commission, and which obviously 
must have brought in immense revenue. 


Besides the money changing business, 
there were also the high-priced stock- 
yard dealers with their “approved” ani- 
mals for sacrificial purposes, who had 
invaded the Temple to make it easy for 
worshipers to attend to their religious 
obligations. Everything was _ readily 
available: sheep, oxen, doves, money- 
changer—all neatly packaged to make 
religion a simple, if obnoxious, duty. It 
was against this desecration of the 
Temple and pollution of religion that 
Christ lashed out in all His fury. With 
a scourge (whip) made of the loose cords 
lying about on the courtyard floor, He 
vigorously drove the culprits from the 
scene. This was a violent picture; make 
no mistake about it! Here were “. . . the 
traders trying to protect their property, 
cattle rushing hither and thither, men 
shouting and cursing, the money-chang- 
ers trying to hold their tables as Jesus 
went from one to another upsetting 
them. It was indeed so violent a scene 
that the disciples felt somewhat scandal- 
ized until they remembered, then and 
there, not afterwards, that it was writ- 
ten: ‘the zeal of thine house hath eaten 
me up’” (Marcus Dods, “The Gospel of 
John,” in Expositors Greek Testament, 
Edited by WF Robertson Nicoll. Vol. 1, 
p. 708). 
JOHN 2:18-22 In last week’s lesson, 
we made mention of the 
fact that the Jews were constantly on 
the lookout for any person who might 
possibly be the Messiah—someone with 
outstanding characteristics. Certainly, 
Jesus had given a demonstration which 
brought questions to their minds. Only 
a fool or the Messiah would so act. Thus, 
with their anticipation aroused, they 
came to him—cautiously, suspiciously— 
asking: “What sign can you give to prove 
your right to do what you have just 
done?” This was always true of the 
pM a ne for a sign, some unusual 

that would indicate divine 
pee ction (1 Cor. 1:22). Quite apparently, 
these leaders failed to recognize in what 
Christ had done in driving out the 
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thieves, one of the greatest of signs. Yet, 
He submitted to them an answer—the 
sign for which they asked—though they 
did not understand His meaning, of 
course. Like all of Jesus’ parables, the 
enlightened were to understand and the 
unenlightened were left in darkness. 
Some think Jesus pointed to His ie. 
when He said “Destroy this temple . 
I do not think so, for then they would 
have understood to a greater extent. In 
their blindness, the Jews thought of only 
their beautiful structure; how could 
this man raise up the sturdy building 
in three days, even supposing it were to 
come tumbling down? Preposterous! 
And so, still later, at the trial of Jesus 

Christ, they used this statement against 
Him (Mt. 26:61), and taunted Him with 
it on the cross (Mt. 27:40). In putting 
Him to death, they destroyed the Temple; 
in His resurrection, He raised it up 
again. Apparently even Jesus’ disciples 
did not understand His “sign” until 
after His resurrection. How like the Old 
Testament prophets they were—those 
holy men of God who, moved by the 
Holy Spirit, to pen certain truths did 
not understand that which they wrote; 
but much later, we who study the Scrip- 
tures from this side of the cross, see the 
whole picture beautifully portrayed 
(see Dan. 12:8 and 1 Pet. 1:12). 
JOHN 2:23-25 Most people are easily 
led astray through flat- 
tery; inflate their ego and they will do 
anything for you. For example, there 
are ever so many men who feel highly 
honored to get their names on a com- 
mittee or organization; have it printed 
on a letterhead. Congressional investi- 
gating committees have been finding 
even ministers who were duped into 
lending their names to Communist-front 
organizations through honeyed words 
and oily pats on the back. Beside this, 
there are multitudes of people who will 
“get on the band wagon” while some- 
one’s star is rising and be a thorough- 
going, enthusiastic fan, only to desert 
like rats from a sinking ship when the 
star wanes. Mankind is basically fickle; 
there is no getting around that. Edna 
St. Vincent Millay, in her poem, “Thurs- 
day” has put it thus: 

And if I loved you Wednesday, 

Well, what is that to you? 

I do not love you Thursday— 

So much is true. 
This is mankind, and Jesus well under- 
stood the changeableness of human na- 
ture. How graphically He was to see it 
demonstrated in the closing week of His 
earthly ministry—Palm Sunday and 
Good Friday. But even here, in our text, 
the many who believed in His name at 
the feast because of His miracles (liter- 
ally, “signs”) did not impress Him. He 
did not trust Himself to man. He was 
God and knew all about man’s incon- 
stancy. Indeed, we read in Job 15:15 
that the Lord does not put trust even 
in His saints. How we need to learn 
this lesson! How we need to realize that 
our trust and confidence must not be in 
man—however good, upright and godly 
he may appear to be. Our final trust 
must be in the Lord. We ought to con- 
sider afresh the words spoken by God 
through Jeremiah: “Cursed be the man 
that trusteth in man, and maketh fiesh 
his arm, and whose heart departeth from 
the Lord. Blessed is the man that 
trusteth in the Lord, and whose hope 
the Lord is” (Jer. 17:5, 7).

The Atonement. A. A. Hodge, Eerdmans. 

429 pp., Index. $4.50. 

Another reprint of one of the great 
classics. Dr. A. A. Hodge was professor 
of systematic theology in Princeton 
Theological Seminary for many years. 
This volume was originally printed by 
the Presbyterian Board of Publication in 
1867. It is one of the finest on the 
nature and purposes of the death of 
our Lord Jesus, and if it can be read by 
the right persons, should change the the- 
ology of many and strengthen the faith 
of many more. 

It is unfortunate that on the title page 
the casual reader is given the impression 
that Professor Hodge is still living and 
teaching at Princeton. Such reprints 
should be plainly labeled. 

The first half of this book is a positive 
presentation of the great truths that 
center around Christ’s death, and the 
second half is a refutation of the false 
ideas that have been brought against the 
truth through the years. A theological 
must for men of this generation.

The Jungle Doctor Series. Paul White. 
10 titles, $1.00 each. Doctor of Tangan- 
yika. $2.00. 

Despite the fact that it is possible to 
fly around the earth in approximately 
a hundred and twenty hours, it is still 
a big world. This is especially true when 
we think of how little we know of the 
evangelical life of a great country like 
Australia. It seems almost incredible that 
an outstanding evangelical could write 
twelve books, broadcast over forty sta- 
tions in Australia every day and on 
thirty-two in New Zealand, sell more 
than 300,000 copies of his books and still 
be unknown to most Christians in 
America. Strange as it may seem, this 
is very true of Dr. Paul White. In addi- 
tion to his literary and radio work, Paul 
White practices medicine (he is a spe- 
cialist in arthritis) three days a week, 
and acts as the General Secretary of the 
LV.CF. of Australia. In his spare time 
he manages to make missionary films and 
travel around the world. 

Paul White went to the mission field 
following graduation from medical school 
at Sydney University where he was a 
top-flight athlete. His mission was the 
jungles of Tanganyika with its 2,000,000 
population and there he became the 
“Jungle Doctor.” His books are the very 
intriguing stories of his work among a 
people deep in witchcraft. 

Paul White’s style is absolutely charm- 
ing and I would venture to say that it 
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will be the rare person who buys one of 
these books who will not want to buy 
all of them and who will probably not 
read each of the books through before 
putting it down. The books are inter- 
estingly illustrated. 

1. Jungle Doctor is the book which will 
introduce the reader to Jungle Hospital; 
Daudi, the doctor’s helper; Sekuma 
(“push” in English!), the ancient Model 
A Ford which carries the doctor through 
the jungles; and a host of other names 
that will come alive as the Jungle Doc- 
tor unfolds his vast knowledge of life 
in the jungle. 

2. Jungle Doctor on Safari: The doctor’s 
ancient car lurches her way on countless 
errands of mercy until at last the African 
mechanic announces that she has “ruin 
in the gear box.” In this book you will 
read how man’s extremity became God’s 
opportunity. 

3. Jungle Doctor Operates: Operating 
under difficulties but with God’s help, 
Jungle Doctor is able to save bodies with 
his scalpel and souls through the object 
lessons taught by what the scalpel per- 
forms. 

4. Jungle Doctor Attacks Witchcraft: 
The doctor’s weapons are the resources 
of modern medical knowledge allied to 
a consecrated skill and a faith that at- 
tempts the impossible for God. In this 
book you will read how he attacks the 
strongholds of evil and wins the confi- 
dence of his enemies. 

5. Jungle Doctor’s Enemies: Spiritually 
blind men prefer the witch doctor’s 
medicine, even though it results in phys- 
ical blindness. Read how Satan is 
thwarted by the loyalty of a little child 
who remains faithful unto death and 
triumphs by laying down his life for his 
friends. 

6. Jungle Doctor Meets a Lion: The story 
of Simba, the lion-hunter, and Perisi, a 
young African Christian girl. The doctor 
teaches his jungle friends why Christ 
had to die as the Christian nurse gives 
her blood to save the life of the wounded 
hunter. 

7. Jungle Doctor to the Rescue: A native 
couple, products of the mission hospital, 
go out to a village to witness for the 
Lord and meet with opposition from the 
“grannies” who prefer their ancient ways 
to those introduced by Jungle Doctor. A 
premature baby born to this couple 
serves to illustrate how Jungle Doctor’s 
medicine is superior to Grannycraft. 

8. Jungle Doctor’s Case Book: Eighteen 
examples of how Jungle Doctor’s medi- 
cine, used of God, speaks in parable to 
the soul while it heals the body. 


9. Jungle Doctor and the Whirlwind: 
Daudi, Jungle Doctor’s chief dispenser, 
succumbs to easy money which has come 
as a result of the peanut planters and 
diamond miners. While dysentery rav- 
ages the villages, the inner conflict in 
Daudi’s soul is the whirlwind described. 
This book brings the story up to date as 
it deals with conditions discovered by 
Dr. White on a return visit to Tangan- 
yika as recently as October, 1950. 
10. Eyes on Jungle Doctor: For years 
old Ng’wagu had lived in Uitu—“The 
Land of Darkness.” He had cataracts on 
both eyes, but when he hears from others 
of what Jungle Doctor can do with his 
“instruments of iron” he has -a great 
longing to see once again his country and 
his people. “Truly the Bwana has strong 
medicine for eyes,” his friends tell him. 
So Ng’wagu sets out on safari for the 
Jungle Hospital. 
Doctor of Tanganyika: An intimate his- 
tory of the building of the hospital, the 
faithful native helpers, and Jungle Doc- 
tor. Written in response to the demands 
of Jungle Doctor readers for a consecu- 
tive history of the mission work out of 
which have come the stories told by 
Jungle Doctor.

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forth a natural man’s conception _of 
spiritual things. 

At first thought it might be supposed 
that this column should ignore such a 
book. We have not for the following 
reason. This book is one of the clearest, 
concise presentations of the Christian 
life as viewed by man apart from Scrip- 
ture which I have seen. This book de- 
mands careful study. It is a case history. 
It helps us to understand the thousands 
of people in our churches who are sin- 
cere, who would serve Christ, but who 
are still in darkness. A careful study 
of this book should enable us to become 
acquainted with the desires of a man 
who definitely feels he needs the church, 
and should enable us to cope with the 
problems which he presents in an intel- 
ligent manner. The Church We Love 
may not bring personal blessing to an 
evangelical reader but it will make him 
a better missionary to those who need 
his ministry.

The Spreading Flame. F. F. Bruce. 

Eerdmans. 543 pp. $5.00. 

Church history can be dull; especially 
when it consists largely of seemingly 
interminable lists of dates and unpro- 
nounceable names. However, if Church 
history is viewed as the working of the 
Holy Spirit in calling together a body 
of believers and preserving them from 
defeat or dissolution to the glory of God 
and the testimony of Jesus Christ, then 
it is intensely interesting to read and 
vitally important to know. Such is, in 
fact, the author’s concept. His account 
is both exciting and informative; ex- 
citing when we realize that we are 
reading about the foundation of the 
Church which extended its witness 
through centuries of martyrdom down 
to our times and to us personally; in- 
formative in that important data from 
secular records are woven together with 
the scriptural account to give increased 
perspective for events described in the 
New Testament. 

Actually three books in one, The 
Spreading Flame includes three separate 
works by the same author treating dif- 
ferent stages in the rise and progress of 
Christianity. They are “The Dawn of 
History” (from its beginning to 70 A.D.), 
“The Growing Day” (70-313 A.D.) and 
“Light in the West” (313 to 700 A.D.). 
Bruce traces in narrative style the 
gradual spread of Christianity westward 
by way of North Africa and Europe 
until the Church is established in Great 
Britain. 

Monks and monarchs, heroes and 
heretics, all are represented in the 
swiftly moving pageant. So vivid is the 
author’s portrayal that the persons and 
places described take on life and sub- 
stance and the reader gets the impres- 
sion of living through these crucial 
periods of history. 

The story begins with the appearance 
of Paul at Corinth and his introduction 
to the local synagogue. His preaching 
that Jesus of Nazareth was the Messiah 
(Christos in Greek) of the Jewish proph- 
ecies leads to a discussion of the life and 
times of Jesus. Then the narrative con- 
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tinues as the “Good news” is passed on 
from generation to generation in ever 
broadening scope by Peter, John, Ter- 
tullian, Irenaeus, Ulfilas, Jerome, Augus- 
tine, Ninian, Patrick and Columba (to 
mention but a few). 

A careful reading of this fascinating 
volume will make the events of the 
book of Acts more intelligible and the 
preaching of the apostles more mean- 
ingful. A realization is gained of the 
problems and crises which faced the 
early believers as secular records and 
documents of history shed light on the 
political and religious opponents of the 
early Church. Once again the triumph 
of Christianity over its pagan enemies is 
seen to derive from the power of the 
Holy Spirit working through chosen and 
prepared vessels, overruling their mis- 
takes and overcoming their deficiencies 
to establish an eternal testimony to the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ. Since 
we are members of this Church and are 
playing our parts—however small—in its 
present history, better appreciation of 
past triumphs can only encourage us to 
expect the final victory in His name.

Rays of Messiah’s Glory. David Baron. 

Zondervan. 274 pp. $2.95. 

David Baron was the great name, 
eighty years ago, in missions to the Jews. 
A profound Old Testament scholar, he 
influenced many highly educated Jews to 
come to the knowledge of Christ, and 
headed the Mildmay Mission to the Jews 
for many years. Anything written by 
David Baron is worth having in one’s 
library. His commentary on Zechariah 
is the best ever written on that book, 
while the present volume on the theme 
of Christ in the Old Testament is a classic 
in that field. We must not forget that 
Christ preached His first message after 
the resurrection on this theme of Him- 
self in all the Scriptures, and the result 
was that the disciples said, “Did not our 
hearts burn within us as He came and 
talked to us by the way, and as He 
opened unto us the scriptures?” (Lk. 
24: 32).

The Great Books: A Christian Appraisal. 
Edited by Harold C. Gardiner, S.J. The 
Devin-Adair Company. 4 vols. $10. 
There have been many different edi- 

tions of the great classics of the ages, and 

many systems of education founded upon 
the study of these classics. One of the 
more famous is that which was selected 
under the chairmanship of Mortimer 

Adler, and made the basis of instruction 

under President Robert M. Hutchins of 

the University of Chicago. The present 
series of four volumes does not contain 
any of the classics, but rather is a sym- 


posium of essays on the Great Books. 
Here we have studies on the books that 
have formed human thought from Homer 
down to Freud and Karl Marx. The edi- 
tor of the symposium is a Jesuit priest, 
and almost all of the contributors are 
Catholic scholars. xf 

Once the reader gets over the evident 
bias of writers who call Luther a neu- 
rotic, and try to present Calvin as a 
rather good Catholic, there is great value 
in these volumes. In the six or ten pages 
assigned to each of the Great Books the 
essayists have managed not only to pre- 
sent the author about whom they are 
writing and a picture of the times in 
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which he lived, but also an analysis of 
his writing from a Christian (Roman 
Catholic) point of view. This is very im- 
portant in a generation which has come 
to psychoanalyze Plato and look upon all 
great writers from the point of view of 
the Marxian dialectic. 

These volumes take the great secular 
works of the past and give us excellent 
essays written from the universal Chris- 
tian point of view. They are invaluable 
when they confront the great evil forces 
of literature. For example, the following 
is from the brief essay on Marx. “The 
Communist Manifesto is a great book be- 
cause it proved forceful enough to con- 
vert millions of minds. But it is also a 
vicious book because it converts men to 
fallacy.” The writer then proceeds to 
expose the fallacies of Communism in 
excellent fashion. And the essayist who 
discusses Freud gives an outline of his 
thought and techniques and then says, 
“It seems so strange that Freud, with his 
great genius for seeing what others be- 
fore him had never seen, was himself 
incapable of seeing what so many people 
even without any genius had seen before 
him. He denied God. Lacking faith, he 
had no way of fitting his findings into the 
vast framework of God’s design for man. 
Not accepting God’s plan for us, he had 
no plan to put in its place.” And there 
follows a penetrating study of the fail- 
ures of the system because of this lack. 
The appraisal of Darwin’s The Origin of 
Species is similarly penetrating and stim- 
ulating. 

It may not he too well to suggest it, 
but these books afford a short cut for 
those who do not have time to read 
all of the Great Books, to know at least, 
what they are about, and to see their 
strengths and their weaknesses.

The Jesus Paul Preached. Perry F. 
Haines. W. A. Wilde Company. 179 pp. 
$2.00. 

One of the great battlegrounds of 
doctrinal warfare between the critics and 
the defenders of the Word of God has 
been the Person of our Lord. The battle 
rages around the question, “Is the Christ 
of the Gospels the same as the Christ of 
St. Paul?” 

The Jesus Paul Preached, by Perry F. 
Haines, answers the question in no un- 
certain terms. Clearly he sets before us 
that the Christ of the Gospels and the 
Christ of Paul are one and the same. 
After explaining to us that the Acts and 
the epistles reveal that Paul was given 
additional information concerning the 
Person of Christ through Divine reve- 
lation, Dr. Haines shows by comparing 
Scripture with Scripture that the Christ 
of the evangelists and of the apostle are 
one and the same. 

The Jesus Paul Preached will be a 
welcome volume on the apologetics’ 
shelf in anyone’s library. This book de- 
serves a wide circulation as it brings 
together important truths without being 
too wordy. It would serve as a good 
text on the life of Christ, especially 


where a comparative study is to be 
made between the Gospels and the 
epistles. RLK. 


Spurgeon’s Sermons. Vol. XX. Charles

The sermons of Clovis Chappell are 
known to most preachers. He has pro- 
duced many volumes of them. This most 
recent publication as of September 1953 
needs simply to be announced to have 
thousands of his admirers buy it unseen. 

There are many things to commend 
these sermons. They are concerned with 
biblical themes. They are excellent ex- 
amples of homiletical craftsmanship.

Fourteen parables are dealt with in 
this volume. It is obvious that in so small 
a compass, there is much left unsaid, but 
Dr. Chappell chooses some particular 
aspect of the parable and emphasizes this. 


These are not expositions of the parables, 
but sermons based upon the parables. 
Even so, one comes upon some fine in- 
sights which light up a familiar passage 
with a new glory.

Queen of the Dark Chamber is an 

extremely interesting story of Chinese 

family life as it was lived behind the 
high ancestral walls of a_ cultured, 
wealthy home of old China. Written by 

a Chinese, the story sets forth in a vivid 

way, Chinese customs as the Chinese 

live them. 

Christiana Tsai’s father was a Confu- 
cian scholar and a high government 
official. Life for her was a round of 
pleasure-seeking but she sought in vain 
for happiness. Seeking for something to 
satisfy her longing heart, she finally 
persuaded her parents to allow her to 
attend a mission school. When she 
entered the school she was a devout 
Buddhist. She determined she would 
not “eat” their Christianity and set her 
heart to resist all religious teaching. The 
love of Christ, as she saw Him in the 
life of His people in the school, soon won 
her to Himself. Persecuted by her 
family, she remained true to Him and 
finally had the joy of seeing her mother 
and other members of the family come 
to know Him as their Saviour. 

The story of her long years of labor 
with Miss Lehman, in China and now 
here in America, is a beautiful illustra- 
tion of the fact that in Christ the east 
and west can meet in sweet companion- 
ship. 

This is truly a delightful - story -of 
Chinese life and a good example of the 
power of the gospel to reach, not only 
the poor and needy in heathen lands, 
but the rich and the cultured as well. 
This is a heart-warming story of what 
God can do with a life that has been 
handed over to Him.

The Children For Christ. Andrew Mur- 
ray. Moody Press. 191 pp. $2.50. 

The great value of this wonderful little 
book is the timelessness of its contents. 
Its truths, instructions and med#tations 
upon various aspects of child training 
and the Christ-centered home are as 
applicable today as when the book was 
first published about fifty years ago. The 
reason for this is that it is entirely Scrip- 
tural, with all of its illustrations coming 
from the Bible. It is a far deeper work 
than anything recently produced cn this 
subject. It is a book which will cer- 
tainly bring profit to all parents who 
desire to lead their children in the way 
of the Lord and who understand their 
parenthood as a high and holy calling of 
God. 

Unfortunately the new edition is called 
a condensation but is actually a revision 
of the original. The author’s arrangement 
of the material was according to the 
Scripture verse which forms the basis 
of each chapter, proceeding through the 
Bible from Genesis -to- Revelation. The

present volume omits twenty-one of the 


' original fifty-two chapters and arranges 


the material by subject matter. Many 
sentences and paragraphs in nearly all 
the remaining chapters have been either 
omitted entirely or rewritten. 

In spite of this loss of valuable 
material the book will certainly give 
much inspiration to parents and will 
present some very soul-searching ques- 
tions concerning parental responsibili- 
ties and privileges. Although a firm 
foundation of covenant theclogy under- 
lies the teaching of the book there is a 
great deal that will be extremely help- 
ful to those who differ from this view. 
Such practical matters as prayer for and 
with our children, the use of discipline, 
the Scriptures and the children, cultural 
development, obedience, reverence and 
honor of parents by their children are all 
strongly emphasized. One learns, too, 
that parenthood is God’s training school 
equally as much for mothers and fathers 
as for children. Parents are encouraged 
to pray for a childlike spirit and the 
simplicity and trustfulness of the child- 
nature that God so deeply desires in all 
His children. The basic principle of 
teaching, primarily, by example is re- 
iterated throughout the book. “We must 
be what we would have our children to 
become.” The utter necessity of a deep 
personal devotion to the Lord and con- 
stant, complete reliance upon Him for 
strength and wisdom in the upbringing 
of our little ones is to be found in every 
chapter. The atmosphere of the home 
must be a bright, obedient love for the 
Lord and a cheerful walk by faith in 
order for that home to become the 
sphere of the special operation of the 
Holy Spirit in bringing our children to 
Christ. it is this thought that dominates 
the book and for which every conse- 
crated parent will be thankful as he 
reads and studies this volume.

The Faith of Experience. N. A. Woy- 
chuk.

Dr. N. A. Woychuk, the Director of 
the Bible Memory Association of St. 
Louis, who previously wrote, “Building 
Gold, Silver and Precious Stones,” is the 
author of this excellent devotional ex- 
position of 1 Peter 1:3-8. 

He sets forth in six chapters a clear 
and telling presentation of the important 
teaching of these six verses. A glance at 
the chapter headings reveals something 
of the poetic quality of the style of this 
work: “Upon the Hill Clear,” “Above the 
Clouds,” “You are an Heir,” “This 
Strange Love,” etc. A clear grasp of the 
Scriptures is combined with an earnest 
love of the Saviour to make this book 
an important addition to the Christian’s 
library. It will help the reader to plumb 
the depths of the meaning of the passage 
expounded; it will also minister the truth 
of the Word to the heart in a way that 
will bring blessing. 

Since 1 Peter 1:3-8 deals with the 
problem of suffering, this little book 
would be an excellent gift for the sick 
or the shut-in or for any Christian who 
is passing through deep waters.

THE EVIL HEART OF MAN 

Much as we disagree with Rome 
on many, many things, we can 
heartily concur with a statement 
made by the Pope to the sixth in- 
ternational congress of penal law 
which met in Rome this autumn. 
The Pope suggested a series of laws 
that should be adopted by all coun- 
tries so that an evil doer could be 
punished not only in the country 
in which he committed his crimes 
but in any country to which he 
might flee. 

‘*First and foremost in the list 
of such crimes,’’ the Pope said, ‘‘is 
the crime of modern war, unless it 
is thrust upon a nation by the abso- 
lute necessity of self-defense.’’ Even 
in a just war there are some acts, 
however that are indefensible. In- 
admissible in the eyes of the law are 
such erimes as mass shootings of 
innocent people for the fault of an 
individual, massacres for reasons of 
hate or race, mass deportations, 
force used against helpless women 
and children, and manhunts among 
civilians to produce slaves. 

Even if it were possible to pro- 
seribe such crimes, the heart of evil 
man world not have been changed. 
And while we join with every effort 
that can reduce criminal ervelty, 
we know that the process of making 
war more refined would not make 
it, in the long run, any less terrible. 
It is only the salvation of the indi- 
vidual through Christ that ean bring 
any trve change in his nature, and 
then, whatever may happen to him 
can be taken with the calmness that 
comes with our oneness with the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


CATACOMBS BROUGHT TO LIGHT 

Archaeologists at work near Rome 
have discovered a new catacomb, 
which belonged to a number of 
Christian, though non-Roman, fami- 
lies of the fourth century. This new 
catacomb has been named the ‘‘ Cata- 
comb of the Holy Cross,’’ because 
of a cross that is painted on the wall 
of a small chapel. A further sec- 
tion of the catacomb of Commodilla 
near St. Paul’s Without the Walls, 
has also been discovered. ‘In the 
same zone has come to light a large 
sleeping chamber (cubiculum) with 
many frescoes of the fourth century. 
One of these shows the Ascension of 
Christ and is described as of out- 
standing importance, being ‘‘ unique 
in the whole of Christian primitive 
iconography. ’’ 


NATIONALISM vs. MOHOMMEDANISM 


Nationalism in Egypt is becoming 
more important than Mohammedan- 
ism. A large poster depicting a 
Moslem mosque and a Christian 
church side by side is displayed 
throughout Egypt. The poster is 
unusual in that it is published and 
signed by the General Affairs Divi- 
sion of the General Headquarters 
of the Egyptian Forces. Across the 
top in large letters runs the motto: 
“We are all Egyptians.’’ The 
mosque is shown with the crescent 
symbolic of Islam on its dome and 
the Christian church spire is topped 
with a cross. Beneath the buildings 
is a verse by the Egyptian poet, 
Shawgqi, who died in 1932. It reads: 
‘*Religion is for the Ever Glorious, 
the Almighty One; if God will, He 
can unite the nations.’’ It is re- 
ported that General Naguib attended 
the Christian Coptie Chureh at 
Easter and later visited the Patri- 
arch. During the month of Ramadan, 
when all Moslems are required to 
fast from sunrise to sunset, the 
Coptic Christians provided and dis- 
tributed food to the poor Moslems 
at stndown. General Naguib also 
visited the largest of the Protestant 
cherches where the pastor gave him 
a Bible and said: ‘‘ We give you the 
very best that we can give.’’ 


APPARITION IN NORMANDY 

A boy of the village of Hydre- 
quent, between Calais and Boulogne, 
on the Normandy coast of France, 
recently claimed to have seen a 
vision of the Virgin Mary in a cave 
near the village. Hundreds of peo- 
ple streamed to the cave, including 
many sick and disabled. The local 
clergy, strangely enough, spoke 
against the pilgrimage and the As- 
sistant Bishop of Boulogne issued a 
statement asking‘ the faithful to pay 
‘absolutely no attention’’ to the 
phenomenon saying that there was 
no evidence whatsoever of anything 
supernatural. ‘‘Those with the least 
belief in the truths of religion,’’ he 
said, are always the first to take an 
interest in pretended apparitions 
and revelations.”’

pale? It is obvious that the matter is 
one on which no rules can be drawn 
ap, least of all rules of casuistry with 
tabulations of “mortal” and “venial” 
sins, and one only to be considered in 
the clear light of unselfish love. 

From the whole sad question the 
most solemn warning is one which 
touches all of us. The starved body 
becomes less and less able to receive 
food. And the soul likewise, which 
stifles all spiritual impulses, can little 
by little become unable to respond. 
The malady, furthermore, is one 
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which can afflict the Christian, de- 
stroy joy and usefulness, and damage 
testimony. 

The Expositor’s Greek Testament, 
whose commentary on this letter is 
often extremely good, illustrates the 
point by two telling quotations. The 
first is from Charles Darwin in a let- 
ter to Sir J. D. Hooker of June 17, 
1868. “I am glad you were at the 
Messiah, it is the one thing I should 
like to hear again, but I dare say I 
should find my soul too dried up to 
appreciate it as in old days; and then 
I should feel very flat, for it is a hor- 
rid bore to feel as I constantly do, 
that I am a withered leaf for every 
subject except science.” 

The second quotation is from Rich- 
ard Baxter, the great preacher whose 
statue stands in the busy square of 
the little Worcestershire town of 
Kidderminster. A score of miles up 
the lovely Severn valley is the town 
of Bridgnorth of which Baxter wrote: 
“Bridgnorth had made me resolve 
that I would never go among a people 
that had been hardened in unprofit- 
ableness under an awakening min- 
istry; but either to such as had never 
had a convincing preacher, or to such 
as had profited by him.” The quota- 
tions are reproduced, as the lawyers 
say, “without prejudice.” We are for- 
bidden to judge and should look 
yather to our own response to God’s 
Spirit rather than elsewhere. Above 
all let us beware of usurping a place 
which is not ours, and of circumscrib- 
ing the grace and power of God by 
“false limits of our own.” 

VERSES EIGHTEEN TO TWENTY-ONE 

We know that everyone who is 
born of God does not continue in sin, 
but He who was born of God pre- 
serves him, if the Evil One never lays 
hold of him. We know that we belong 
to God and that the whole world lies 
in the power of the Evil: One. We 
know that the Son of God has come 
and has given us understanding to 
know the Real God. And we are in 
Him who is real, even in His Son 
Jesus Christ. This is the Real God 
and life eternal. Little children keep 
clear of idols. 

“Let us finally,” the writer seems 
to say, “turn from the dark mysteries 
of sin, apostasy and perdition, and 
close with the splendid certainties of 
the faith which is ours. And let me 
sum up all I have said to you in three 
grand assertions.” These follow in 
verses eighteen, nineteen and twenty, 
each introduced by a ringing “We 
know.” The first combines what was 
said in 3:9 and 2:13; the second con- 
tains the essence of 1:6, 2:15 and 18, 
3:10 and 13;. the third summarizes 
4:9-11 and 5:1-12. Together they sum 


up the central message of the epistle, 
that through the coming of God’s Son 
we have fellowship with God, and 
that in that fellowship we have salva- 
tion from sin and are set in complete 
and total opposition to the world. 

We have already remarked on the 
nature of the Greek present tense. 
To translate verse eighteen: “We 
know that everyone who is born of 
God does not sin,” is both to contra- 
dict fact, to destroy the assurance 
which this letter sets out to give and 
to run counter to other statements of 
the same writer. The present tense 
implies continuity, habit, permanence. 
A child of God may sin, and John has 
recognized the fact as lately as verse 
sixteen, but his normal state is de- 
testation of sin, and opposition to it. 
“Two things,” remarked Liddon, “a 
genuine Christian never does. He 
never makes light of any known sin, 
and he never admits it to be invinc- 
ible.” 

In the latter half of this verse the 
rendering of the Authorized Version 
is unfortunate. In Greek the form of 
the pronoun him, differs from that of 
the pronoun himself by one letter 
only. As may be easily imagined this 
is a frequent source of corruption in 
the text, and some manuscripts here 
read “him,” and some “himself.” It 
becomes certain that “him” is the 
correct reading when the tense of a 
participle earlier in the verse is ex- 
amined. A little more Greek gram- 
mar here becomes necessary. Note 
that whenever John speaks of one 
“born of God” he uses the perfect 
participle (e.g. 3:9 and 5:1 and 4). 
We have already shown how this 
participle expresses a state following 
an event or action. This is, of course, 
an exact rendering of the spiritual 
situation. A person is born of God by 
faith, and the blessed state abides. 
There is assurance in the very tense 
cf the expression. Now in the first 
half of verse eighteen we have the 
usual form, the perfect participle. 
Here, without a doubt, is the Chris- 
tian. In the second half of the verse 
the participle is aorist, and contains, 
es that tense does, the motion of a 
single act. Here undoubtedly is 
Christ. 

How essential, indeed, is it that 
Christ should here enter in. There is 
little comfort in the thought that we 
should keep ourselves. We know our- 
selves too well. If “He who was once 
for all born of God” keeps us, all is 
secure. Moreover harmony is at once 
secured between epistle and Gospel. 
“T kept them in thy name,” said the 
Lord (17:12), and three verses later 
He prays: “I pray not that thou 
shouldest take them out of the world, 
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but that thou shouldest keep them 
from the evil one.” In confirmation 
of this imterpretation reference to 
that sinister presence follows forth- 
with. 

Such Salvation belongs to the 
Christian. The “world” has no share 
in it. It is possessed by its prince, 
and held m a tyranny which knows 
no relaxation. It follows that the 
severance which divides a pagan sys- 
tem and the Church of God is as com- 
plete as that which sunders God and 
the Evil One. The verb used in verse 
nineteen is vivid. The phrase runs 
literally: “Lies in the evil one,” held, 
as it were, in a grim embrace. 

Nevertheless let no one fear, for 
“we know that the Son of God has 
come, and given us understanding to 
know the Real God.” This is the 
apostle’s last word of assurance to his 
beloved people, distracted and puz- 
zled by the Gnostics. It was the true 
God, the real God, whom the 
humblest of them found revealed in 
Christ. The faith was not, as those 
forerunners of modernism main- 
tained, one of many attempts to reach 
up and touch the infinite. The liter- 
ature of the ancient world is often 
eloquent of human questing, and the 
striving of better minds to leave be- 
hind what was felt to be transitory 
and mere illusion, and to find the 
real, the true. Christian preaching 
was quick to see that it had the goal 
to offer, not the seeking, the answer 
and not another form of questioning. 
Such was Paul’s theme at Athens; 
such is the theme of the letter we 
have studied. Christianity is rooted in 
the concrete and historical. Christ 
came, and with Him finality. God had 
no more to say. This was the message 
with which the first Christian con- 
fronted the pagan world. There is no 
other with which to confront it today. 

Hence the farewell warning. Do 
not abandon the Real for the illusory. 
The Greek for “idols” contains the 
notion of unreality. Plato uses the 
word for illusory appearances which 
stand in contrast to realities. On the 
other hand it must be admitted that 
everywhere in the New Testament 
“idols” is used in a concrete signif- 
icance, and means precisely the 
graven images of paganism. (Acts 7: 
41; 15:20; Rom. 2:22; 1 Cor. 8:4, 7; 
10:19; 12:2; 2 Cor. 6:16; 1 Thes. 1:9; 
Rev. 9:20). We tend to forget the per- 
vasive nature of the idolatry which 
moved Paul’s spirit in Athens. Every 
street through which the Christian 
walked was full of the offense; every 
heathen house he visited confronted 
him with the graven image; temples 
swarmed; the guild feast of his trade 
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organization opened with libation be- 
fore the statue of the pagan patron 
deity; his meat troubled his con- 
science in case it should be part of 
beasts sacrificed to idols; the em- 
peror’s statue stood as the symbol of 
man in the place of God, and many a 
Christian had died and was to die for 
his refusal to place one pinch of in- 
cense in the brazier at its feet. 

It is clear from New Testament 
history that John had spent much of 
his ministry in combat with compro- 
mising elements in the Church who 
saw no reason why the Christian 
should not, to some measure, come to 
terms with the pervasive paganism 
around him. Those flayed in the un- 
compromising language of Jude and 
Second Peter, those castigated in 
Revelation, chapters two and three, 
as the followers of Balaam and Jeze- 
bel, and the Nicolaitans, are the group 
who had once endangered and were 
still, perhaps, endangering the healthy 
life of the Church. John feared the 
human weakness of those to whom 
he wrote. It was not, perhaps, that 
he expected them to take part in 
idolatrous rites, though, in fact, such 
an attitude meant abstention from 
every social and civic function; what 
he more greatly feared was lest the 
sheer pressure of the enveloping pag- 
an society should encourage ways of 
accommodation, and ultimately dam- 
aging compromise. 

John therefore had in mind literal 
idols. The fact, none the less, may be 
conceded that there are other idols 
than those which are constructed of 
wood and stone, and John would no 
doubt agree with the host of Chris- 
tian preachers of all centuries who 
have variously applied his words to 
a thousand substitutes for God. In- 
deed, he no doubt saw in the idols of 
his Ephesian streets the sign and 
symbol of the false, the evil and the 
base, the exaltation of man and that 
usurpation of the place of God which 
is the root and inspiration of idolatry 
the world over. 

The last apostle’s last words there 
find their modern application. There 
are still substitutes for God, be they 
embedded in political ideas, social 
systems, sub-Christian cults or even 
in that human tendency to “make 
Him even like unto one of ourselves.” 
It matters what we believe. Such is 
the insistent note of this epistle. God 
is still found revealed in Christ, and 
in a world still pagan, still subtly 
cursed with idolatries, salvation is 
still found in committal of the life to 
Him who forgives, saves, keeps. And 
He abideth faithful.

tendency of some so-called liberal 
Protestants to affiliate with Com- 
munist front organizations, or to be 
Communist sympathizers. Both reject 
Christ and have a materialistic phi- 
losophy of life; both profess to seek 
the welfare of society; both would 
accomplish their results by organized 
and coercive control of human ideas 
and activities. 

The fact that so many persons put 
their trust in Communism, or use it 
for their private ends, is a perfect 
illustration of the truth of Jeremiah 
17:9 which says: “The heart is de- 
ceitful above all things and desper- 
ately wicked: who can know it?” The 
capacity of the human heart for self- 
deception is practically unlimited. 

The believer in Christ should 
recognize Communists for what they 
ectually are—criminals. He must 
constantly be on guard against their 
lies and deceptions, their broken 
agreements, and their dishonest use 
of language. He should not forget that 
selfish expediency governs their ac- 
tions. On the other hand, the Com- 
munist is not by any means a super- 
man. He is often cunning but not 
wise. He lives and works on a foun- 
dation of shifting sands, and deep in 
his heart he must know it. The Chris- 
tian should never forget that he him- 
self is fixed on the one and only 
true foundation, the Lord Jesus 
Christ. We know that He that is in 
us is greater than he that is in the 
world (1 John 4:4). Therefore, there 
is no reason for the Christian to fear 
Communism or Communists, even 
though he may find himself actively 
in conflict with them. Jesus Christ 
is our strength, wisdom and courage. 

Finally, while seeing Communists 
realistically, we should not hate them. 
They are human beings, dead in sin 
and alienated from God. Except for 
the grace of God, we who are “in 
Christ” would be as they. Christ died 
for all men, and John 3:16 is for the 
Communists also. Therefore, we 
should desire God’s glorious salvation 
for them, and pray for them even 
while we oppose them and their 
ideology. It may be that God will 
save some, and may even give us op- 
portunities to tell them of the reason 
of the hope that is in us. (1 Pet. 3:15).

biscob, and ultimately it settled down 
in England as bishop. So, in one sense, 
a bishop is a mispronunciation of a 
mispronunciation of a mispronuncia- 
tion. That may be tolerated when the 
mistranslation is only linguistic, but 
if it becomes theological the error is 
satanic. Thus in this passage the 
Holy Spirit compares the actions of 
some overseers to that of Satan and 
says that a young convert should 
never be put into a place of spiritual 
responsibility, “lest being lifted up 
with pride he fall into the condem- 
nation of the Devil” (1 Pet. 1:6). 
What a window to let light in on our 

passage on the fall of Satan! 

An overseer, no matter what he or 
she is called must take the greatest 
care to avoid the pitfall of spiritual 
pride. There is a long list of quali- 
fications for the man who would take 
a place of authority in the church, 
whether his oversight be that of min- 
ister, elder, deacon, trustee, vestry- 
man, steward, Sunday school teacher 
or any of the other terms that men 
have derived from Scripture or de- 
vised for themselves. The list includes 
matters of right and wrong: the man 
must be blameless, no bigamist, vigi- 
lant, sober, of good behavior, given to 
hospitality, apt to teach, not given to 
wine, no striker (that is, not con- 
tentious), not greedy of filthy lucre, 
patient, not a brawler, not covetous, 
one who ruleth well his own house 
having his children in subjection in 
all gravity. We know of churches 
which take these qualifications ser- 
iously. They will not elect to places of 
authority a man who has a son that 
is a drunkard, or a daughter who has 
consented to be married in the 
Roman Church to bring up her chil- 
dren in the blasphemy of the mass. 
For, says the Word of God, if a man 
know not how to rule his own house, 
how shall he take care of the Church 
of God? 

In the church of which the author 
is pastor, the elders discuss possible 
candidates for the eldership for a 
matter of months, sometimes for a 
matter of years. All of these points 
are taken into consideration. There 
is much prayer. And when the can- 
didate has been nominated by the 
elders, the pastor warns the congre- 
gation that, while the rules and by- 
laws permit open nominations from 
the floor, no one should dare name a 
candidate if he has not given thought, 
prayer and fullest consideration to 
the matter for months or years. The 
result is a godly eldership. 

But the principal pitfall is ex- 
pressed in the words, “not a novice.” 


| A young convert should never, never 
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be put in front in a place of promi- 
nence. How often Christians sin 
against this provision. Some young 
man makes a decision for Christ, and 
there are those who urge him to get 
up the next night and begin preach- 
sng. It is totally contrary to the Word 
of God. 

We have seen young men ruined 
by being pushed forward too rapidly. 
A young convert, when the Holy 
Spirit opens his mouth, may well 
testify that he has trusted in Jesus 
Christ as his Saviour. As time passes 
he may even witness briefly in a pub- 
lic meeting. But he must be seasoned 
and sound in the faith before he 
stands in a place of government or 
teaching in the Church of Jesus 
Christ. For if he is brought forth too 
soon, he will have the great tempta- 
tions which come to one who sees 
himself standing before others who 
listen quietly while he does the talk- 
ing. When a man feels this influence 
over an audience, and when he re- 
alizes that a congregation is often 
prone to take everything spoken from 
the pulpit as final and authoritative, 
he is tempted to speak in his own 
authority instead of in the authority 
of God. As a result he falls into the 
condemnation of the devil. 

There are two examples from liter- 
ature worth citing. Sinclair Lewis, 
winner of the Nobel prize in litera- 
ture, depicts a minister in one of his 
novels who uses his place of power 
at the sacred desk to get hold of the 
affections of the women of his con- 
gregation; “for of this sort are they 
which creep into houses, and lead 
captive silly women laden with sins, 
led away with divers lusts” (2 Tim. 
3:6). And Milton, in his great poem 
Lycidas, describes those bishops who 
are “blind mouths.” This may seem to 
be a mixed metaphor of the first cate- 
gory, but Milton knew the meaning 
of words. What is the highest func- 
tion of a bishop? To be an over-seer. 
What would be the most un-bishov- 
like characteristic possible? To be 
blind. What is the function of a pas- 
tor? He is a shepherd, and his func- 
tion is to feed. What is the most 
unpastoral characteristic a pastor can 
have? To want to be fed. that is, to 
be a mouth. So the combination of 
the most unbishovlike, unnastoral 
characteristics would make a man a 
“blimd mouth.” And as Milton goes on 
to say, in another magnificent play on 
words that is hidden by the fact that 
the shadows of the classics that are 
behind so many of our words are not 
visible to people unaware of the 
derivations of words, such “blind 
mouths” pour out their own noxious 
poisons of their own ideas until the 





congregation is “swollen with wind.” 
The image comes from the fact that 
the Greek word for “wind” is the 
same used for the “Spirit” through- 
out the New Testament. The “blind 
mouths” blow their foul breath of 
mere human philosophies instead of 
letting the sweet wind of the Holy 
Spirit come through to give life to 
the listeners. And as the principal 
outward symptom of starvation is a 
swollen belly, which would seem to 
indicate that the victim is fat and well 
fed, so the people who sit in the con- 
gregation under preaching that pro- 
ceeds from man’s lungs instead of 
from God’s heart, are starvelings, who 
deceive themselves with the vain 
thought that they are truly fed in- 
stead of swollen with starvation. 

The minister is thus tempted in the 
same way that Lucifer was originally 
tempted. The minister receives bless- 
ing from God in order to feed the 
people with the Word of God. When 
the people are blessed they give 
thanks and praise to God, and they 
often give it to and through the min- 
ister. There is a terrible temptation to 
take a commission from this worship 
and to stand in the presence of the 
people as “lords over God’s heritage,” 
to use the phrase of the apostle Peter 
(1 Pet. 5:3). Only the man—and he 
may well be a young man, though not 
a young convert—who is seasoned 
with the grace of God can take of the 
things of God and minister them to 
the people without presuming to 
speak from himself instead of from 
God; and only such a man can lead 
the worship of the people to God 
without presumptuously assuming for 
himself a part of the worship which 
belongs only and entirely to God. 

One last illustration of this principle 
of taking a commission for self comes 
to us from the writings of Hosea in 
the Old Testament. The people of 
Israel had become so accustomed to 
being the recipients of God’s bless- 
ings and the channel of His power 
that they had begun to think that 
they had a patent and copyright on 
God. Round about them the Gentile 
nations were dying because Israel 
had not obeyed the injunction im- 
plicit in God’s promise to Abraham, 
that in him [Abraham] should all the 
iamilies of the earth be blessed. So, 
through Hosea, God spoke to the 
people and said: “My people are 
destroyed for lack of knowledge; be- 
cause thou has rejected knowledge, 
I will also reject thee, that thou shalt 
be no priest to me . . . As they were 
increased, so they sinned against me; 
therefore will I change their glory in- 
to shame” (Hos. 4:6.7). Here is a 
nerfect miniature of the sin of Satan. 
The merchandise of the worship of 
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God had passed through his hands, 
and theirs, and they both had kept 
some for themselves. 

The next verse of Hosea’s account 
continues: “They eat up the sin of 
my people, and they set their heart 
on their iniquity.” This is a picture 
of the priests who lived by the fact 
that people sinned and, in accordance 
with the law, brought beasts to the 
altars that their blood should be shed 
as a symbol of the remission of sins. 
The priests took the good cuts of 
meat from these offerings. The idea 
involved in the verse is that the 
priests were not too much concerned 
by the fact that the people kept on 
sinning, since that kept the food on 


their tables, and the sale of the su-" 


perfluous animals kept them in lux- 
uries. When they saw a poor sinner 
coming toward the altar with a bul- 
lock, they no longer said, with weep- 
ing: “Oh, God, a poor brother has 
sinned.” Rather did they say, “Oh, 
brother, here is roast beef for din- 
ner.” 

The passage in Hosea is thus seen 
to be almost a parallel statement with 
that of Ezekiel concerning the fall of 
Lucifer. “By the multitude of thy 
merchandise they have filled the 
midst of thee with rebellion, and thou 
hast sinned; therefore will I cast thee 
as profane out of the mountain of 
God” (Ezek. 28:16). In many pas- 
sages throughout the Bible, the term 
“mountain” is used as a symbol of 
government. Here then, is the an- 
nouncement that Satan is cast out of 
the government of God. By his sin 
he lost, of necessity, the office of 
prophet since God no longer could 
use this unholy one as the mouth- 
piece for divine decrees. By his sin 
he lost the office of priest because he 
stole the worship which was due to 
God alone and kept it for himself. 
And now we see that by his sin he 
has lost the right of governing for 
God, who says: “I will destroy thee, 
O governing cherub, from the midst 
of the stones of fire.” The sentence 
has been passed but is not yet exe- 
cuted. Satan still retains his power 
over this earth because God did not 
snatch it from him. He retains it, 
however, as a rebel, thinking that he 
can yet do something to bring order 
and peace within the borders of his 
chaotic realm. Satan is destined to 
frustration and eternal doom. God 
permits him to exercise that rebel 
power for only a moment more. The 
Lord, who makes the wrath of men 
to praise Him will ultimately make 
the warfare of Satan praise Him even 
nore.

THE SKIN 

God has given a skin that is both 
elastic and loose on the body. It is 
loose so that when it is struck by 
some object it will slip on the tissues 
instead of resisting the blow, and 
thereby prevent injury. It is elastic 
so that as the body changes its size, 
or any part of it becomes large or 
small, the skin will adapt itself to the 
tissues beneath. 


CLOTHING 

Every animal that comes into the 
.world brings its clothing with it. The 
only exception is the human being. 
Man comes into the world with no 
clothes of any kind, and never can 
produce any. The chicken brings its 
feathers, the elephant brings its thick 
hide, the turtle brings its shell, the 
dog brings its hair, the rabbit brings 
its fur, the sheep brings its wool, but 
human beings bring nothing. Evi- 
dently the reason is that God expects 
people to want to know and to do His 
will. He may want to send them to 
the Antarctic regions so they may 
wear heavy clothing suitable to that 
climate. Or, He may send them to 
the tropics where they may wear 
light clothing suitable to those temp- 
eratures. Animals are not His mes- 
sengers. Christians are. Therefore, 
He fixes up human beings to be His 
servants and to serve wherever He 
sends them. 


DIGESTION 
God has given to each living thing 
a digestion which is a remarkable 
mystery. Down in the body there is 
a “separator system.” We eat the food 
that we wish, whether it be berries, 
melons, meats, vegetables or grain. 
Somehow in the alimentary canal this 
food is ground up, mixed with juices 
of various kinds, and separated into 
that which will be a blessing to our 
bodies and that which would be in- 
jurious to us. The part that is good 
for us becomes an emulsion which is 
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taken through the bowel wall into the 
blood vessels and thus the food values 
are carried to every part of the body. 
The part that would be injurious to 
us is not emulsified. Some of it is 
taken out through thekidneys,some by 
means of perspiration, and the other 
passes out through the bowels. This 
strange and yet necessary operation 
was planned by the Lord Himself. It 
never, by any means of any kind, 
could have evolved from anything at 
all. 


THE STOMACH 

This organ itself presents another 
mystery which we cannot understand. 
It contains certain juices in the right 
proportion to digest every kind of 
food that enters it from the mouth. 
It will digest any kind of meat or any 
other kind of animal or vegetable 
materials. The stomach never, how- 
ever, digests itself. It will digest the 
stomach of any animal if we eat it. 
Why do not these juices digest the 
stomach in which they operate? This 
is beyond human comprehension, and 
is another evidence of God’s care and 
wisdom. 


SIZES 

it is interesting to note that alli- 
gators, crocodules and turtles continue 
Lo grow larger as long as they live. 
oa has mage them that way. Other 
unings, however, are controlled as to 
size. ‘the apple tree never gets as 
large as the wainut tree. ‘The walnut 
uree never gets as large as the red- 
wood tree. Chickens never grow as 
large as ostriches, and cows never 
grow as large as elephants. Think, 
however, of the human body. God 
arranges that we shall grow to five 
feet tive inches, or five feet ten 
inches, or six feet four inches, but 
none of us continue to grow in stature 
as long as we live. How would we 
arrange for beds or chairs or tables 
or seats in a car, or doors, or berths 
in the pullman if our size were not 
predetermined and arranged by the 
living God? Our arms stop growing 
when they are long enough and equal 
in length. Our legs stop growing when 
they too are the right length and 
equal in length. He controls the size 
of the organs in the body. All sizes 
and dimensions are controlled by 
Him. 
THE BRAIN 

God has given to men the unusual 
faculty and ability of designing and 
producing that which satisfies every 
human need. The man who designed 
the Empire State Building in New 
York City was once a bare-footed 
boy, learning his ABC’s. Those who 
designed and produced the machinery 
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for radio, or tape recordings, or other 
electrical appliances were once little 
tads going to school, laboring over 
arithmetic. No animal of any kind 
ever designed anything for the good 
and the blessing of others. Men only 
do so. Really,.it is Christians who do 
so, for the inventions of the heathen 
are for destructive purposes and for 
gaining selfish ends. 


THE HEART 

This organ is an enigma which is 
unsolved. No one has ever found the 
.ime when the heart starts. We think 
it is around fifteen or sixteen weeks, 
but no one can say definitely. We do 


not know whether the beat is a clos- ' 


ing one or an opening one. It is all a 
mystery. The One who made the 
heart is the One who equips it to 
operate for seventy years or more 
without help. He is the One who 
starts it and He is the One who will 
tell it to stop. That One who thus 
controls the heart wants us to give 
the heart to Him, and we should. 


GESTATION 

One of the unusual evidences of 
God’s wisdom and care may be seen 
in the periods of gestation given to 
each type of animal. The period of 
gestation for a human being is forty 
weeks, or 280 days. The period of 
gestation for the large monkeys, such 
as the chimpanzee, baboon, orangu- 
tan, gibbon, et cetera, is thirty-five 
weeks, or 245 days. The period for 
the small monkeys is twenty-two 
weeks. For rabbits it is four weeks, 
tor the fox seven weeks, for the lion 
and tiger thirteen weeks, for the 
polar bear thirty-nine weeks, for the 
seal forty-seven weeks, for the skunk 
six weeks, for the cat eight weeks, for 
ihe dog nine weeks. The Lord has 
arranged these periods of gestation 
in such a way that there never can 
be a crossing of the species. No kind 
of scheme or plan has ever been 
found whereby the animal that ges- 
tates in thirty-five weeks could be 
crossed with one that gestates in forty 
weeks (the human being). God has 
preserved and protected all the var- 
ious species of animals from inter- 
mingling and crossing of their own 
free will. This same truth obtains in 
those animals and birds that lay eggs. 
The domestic birds hatch their eggs 
in two weeks. The hen egg takes 
three weeks, the duck egg takes four 
weeks, the eagle egg takes five weeks, 
the ostrich egg and the parrot egg 
take six weeks. The snake egg takes 
seven weeks. Chickens and ducks 
may run togther in the barnyard, but 
they will never cross with each other. 
God has made a nature that prevents 
this situation. 











THE MOUTH 

This remarkable organ proves con- 
clusively that only a living God, who 
is omniscient, could have designed it 
and made it. The mouth may be 
changed into almost any position or 
form imaginable. The lips may be- 
come hard, or very soft. The mouth 
may be widened or shortened, either 
vertically or horizontally. The mouth 
is always wet so that one may eat 
a sticky substance such as honey or 
peanut butter or candy and very 
quickly nothing adheres to the 
mouth. The mouth cleanses itself and 
is ready for the next food. If this 
were not true, eating would be most 
difficult after placing things that were 
sticky in the mouth. The tongue may 
be made hard or soft and may be 
moved in any direction. It gives us 
the taste of the food. It enables us to 
speak loudly or softly, and to enunci- 
ate clearly. By its rough character 
it enables us to macerate the food 
and it also helps to clean the food out 
of the mouth and from the teeth. The 
hard roof in the mouth assists in 
making proper sounds and also in 
preparing the food for swallowing. 
The way the lips may be changed in 
form and firmness is a miracle, for 
the attachments to bony structures 
are not according to the laws of 
stresses and strains as we know them. 


THE EYES 

God has performed another miracle 
in making the lenses and the various 
parts of the eye. He has placed eye- 
brows over the eyes to catch the dust 
as it falls. Then on the edge of the 
lid are other hairs to catch other 
particles of dust that may miss the 
eyebrows. The hard eyelid is lined 
with a very soft membrane so that it 
protects the ball from being injured. 
The lid is made to slide back out of 
sight when not in use. The eyes are 
constantly being washed with liquid 
which consists of chloride of sodium, 
phosphate of calcium, mucous and 
water. These are put together by 
small glands to make tears. No mat- 
ter what we eat, somehow or other 
the -blood to those glands enables 
them to make this peculiar fluid. The 
fluid washes the dust from the eyes, 
and also forms a lubricant for the lids 
so they do not get harsh and dry or 
stick. 

Thus we see that we are fearfully 
and splendidly made. Only the God 
who knew all the vicissitudes of 
human life could ever have thought 
of anticipating the needs of the 
human body, and prepared all the 
joints, muscles, nerves, organs, glands 
and blood vessels so perfect in ar- 
rangement, and so adequate for our 
needs

Billy Gets a London Arena 

A meeting place for Evangelist Billy 
Graham’s Greater London Crusade 
finally has been located. It will be the 
Harringay Arena in North London, 
which seats upward of 11,000 people. 

The owners of the Arena agreed to 
postpone the whole of their spring ice 
hockey program in order to make the 
building available for the evangelist. 

Earlier it had been planned that a 
prefabricated aluminum structure would 
be transported to London from the 
United States. This proved to be unfeas- 
ible. The problem was further compli- 
cated by the lack of a suitable site in 
London. 

Graham’s Detroit campaign was 
marked by unusual spiritual results in- 
cluding a greater spirit of cooperation 
between divergent groups of Christian 
leaders and pastors, according to first- 
hand reports of observers in the Motor 
City. Newspapers reported that a throng 
of 25,000 turned out for the opening 
service. Nightly attendance was uni- 
formly good, Graham’s aides said. 


Record Review 

The host of admirers of the singing 
of George Beverly Shea, noted bass- 
baritone who has come into national 
prominence since he has been associated 
with the Billy Graham Evangelistic Cru- 
sades, will be delighted with the singer’s 
new Christmas album just released by 
RCA-Victor and available in all three 
speeds.

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One Answer to Teen-Age Crime om: m0» 


Several leading metropolitan papers 
recently carried a series of articles en- 
titled, “What’s the Answer to Teen-Age 
Crime?” Various experts attempted an 
answer but most of them said the prob- 
lem really was not being solved. 

But several evangelical Christian 
movements have found the answer and 
they have seen it work: Memorizing the 
Word of God. 

Literally thousands of boys and girls 
in every state of the Union and increas- 
ing numbers have found the antidote 
to sin and crime, “Thy Word have I hid 
in my heart that I might not sin against 
thee.” 

Whether it is the Navigators, Rural 
Bible Crusade, Children’s Bible Mission, 
Bible Memory Association or other or- 
ganizations, the results are the same. 

Let no Christian, and especially no 
parent, underestimate the effectiveness 
of these programs. One week at a Bible 
Memory Association camp as counselor 
and teacher has convinced this writer 
beyond the shadow of a doubt that herein 
is true solution to thwarting teen-age 
crime. 

Just 10 years ago a young Presby- 
terian pastor in Shreveport, La., placed 
a simple ad in the local newspapers 
announcing a Bible memory contest. 
Some 590 youngsters responded. By 1953, 
that number had jumped to 5,900! 

Born into a Roman Catholic family in 
Manitoba, N. A. Woychuk was chal- 
lenged by a Bible memory contest 
announced by the Canadian Sunday 
School Mission. At 15 he left home with 
500 Bible verses stored in his heart and 
mind. Inevitably the Word of God 
reached its target and young Woychuk 
became a Christian, thereby forsaking 
the family ambitions for him to become 
a priest. Instead he took work at the 
Winnipeg Bible Institute, Baylor Uni- 
versity and Dallas Theological Semi- 
nary and entered the ministry. Now he 
devotes his full time to the Bible Mem- 
ory Association which has its head- 
quarters in St. Louis. 

The well-planned BMA program in- 
cludes five memory work books. Children 
learn 21 verses each week for 12 weeks, 
beginning usually late in January. Com- 
pletion of a lesson brings an award—a 
Christian book, plaque or game. Next 
offer is a Scofield Bible. Then comes the 
piece de resistance—a week’s free camp. 

To care for the hundreds of campers 
BMA operates summer camps in Louis- 
iana, Alabama, South Carolina, Illinois, 
Pennsylvania and Maine. 

One strong point of the BMA program 
is that no class distinction exists. The 
groups include children of various races, 
creeds and color. Some campers are the 
children of Christian leaders and others 
come from underprivileged homes. 

Let editors and government officials 
alike look no further. Bible memoriza- 
tion really works. It not only provides 
the only successful antidote to crime 
but it brings throngs of young people 
each year into a vital relationship with 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 
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Snappy song service, interspersed with ringing testimonies, characterizes the Morning Watch, 
forenoon rally and evening service in the BMA camp routine.

ONE TOLD JACOB .. . JOSEPH COMETH 
(48:2) December 14 


The news of Joseph’s coming roused 
the old man from his weakness to in- 
stant command of the whole situation. 
Now takes place the most remarkable 
event in the life of Jacob. More im- 
portant than the appearance of God 
to him at Bethel, more important 
than anything in his years with La- 
ban, more important than the exper- 
iences of Mahanaim and Peniel, is 
the experience that now takes place 
on the deathbed of Jacob. In the New 
Testament when God writes the rec- 
ord of the men of faith in the Old 
Testament, taking from the lives of 
each of these men the salient feature 
which most characterized the indi- 
vidual as a man of faith, we have 
many surprises, but the record of 
Jacob is the most surprising of all. It 
is this deathbed scene, and one item 
in it, that God selects as the thing 
that pleases Him most. 

Lord, may we obey Thee in things 
that seem little to us. 


ISRAEL STRENGTHENED HIMSELF (48:2) 
December 15 
In Hebrews 11:21 we read, “By 
faith Jacob, when he was a dying, 
blessed both the sons of Joseph; and 
worshipped, leaning upon the top of 
his staff.” In all the commentaries I 
have read I have never found an ex- 
planation of this verse. The only com- 
ment I have discovered is by a 
French Roman Catholic who sup- 
posed that there was something simi- 
lar to a crucifix on the top of Jacob’s 
staff and that he bowed himself 
toward it. But this is ridiculous in 
the light of all the Word of God. The 
family hovered around and probably 
expostulated, “Father, don’t move; 
don’t; you'll hurt yourself.” But 
Jacob ordered the whole scene: “Get 
me out of bed.” And there was no 
contrarying the old man. He got his 
staff and leaned on it, strengthening 
himself as our text says. His son was 
the governor and Jacob is going to 
receive him in God. not as subject 
unto him, but as his father, and 

master of his destiny. 

Lord, give us to see through to 
eternal destinies. 


SAT UPON THE BED (48:2) 
December 16 
The old man is in place, in grim 
discipline taking full charge of his 
own deathbed scene. There is work to 
be done. The main purpose of his life 
is about to be fulfilled. What he does 
on that deathbed will be the mag- 
nificent triumph of his life. Like a 
runner who has been distanced by 
others, he now gets his second wind 
and sweeps by them all to the finish 
line, taking the prize. There he sits, 
leaning upon the top of his staff 
(Heb. 11:21), and though there is no 
word of prayer recorded, and no act 
that we might call worship by our 
definition, the New Testament calls 
his whole action by the name of wor- 
ship. Thus we discover that to be- 
lieve God is to worship Him. To live 
life resolutely is counted as worship. 
To assume command in order to di- 
rect loved ones to God, is worship. 
To brace himself to receive Joseph, 
God counted as worship. 
Lord, may we live our worship. 


GOD ALMIGHTY APPEARED UNTO ME AT 
LUZ (48:3) December 17 
Jacob is going to be sitting on that 
bed for two chapters. Only in the last 
verse of the next chapter will he 
gather up his feet into the bed and 
give up his spirit (49:33). He knows 
why he is there. His twelve sons and 
at least two grandsons are around 
him. The old man is on the point of 
death. He is going to act like a sick 
old man, and in certain verses we will 
see him in dotage. But he is going to 
act like a man of great faith, and we 
shall hear some profound truths come 
from his dying lips. If it could be 
imagined that this scene is invented, 
then the inventor makes Shakespeare 
look like a scribbling copy boy. Go 
back to the beginning, he says. Life 
hegan for me at Luz, some call it 
Bethel, and there the Lord appeared 
to me and blessed me. 
Lord, give us keen memories for 
Thy blessings. 


1 WILL MAKE THEE FRUITFUL (48:4) 
December 18 


The recital continues. Jacob knows 
he is going to die and he wishes his 
sons to have, as their last memory of 
him, the scene in which he gives God 
all the credit, all the glory for all the 
blessings that have been his, and 
which they are beginning to see upon 
them in the land of Egypt. This will 
enable them to stand firm when the 
days of slavery shall come and when 
they shall find themselves in the 
furnace of judgment. The greatest 
legacy that any man can leave to his 
children is the sense of unswerving 
faith in God and the memory of a 
testimony that gave God all the glory 
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and witnessed to His unchanging 
faithfulness. If God will later say that 
He is not ashamed to be called the 
God of Jacob, it is because it will be 
discovered in this scene that the spirit 
had triumphed over the flesh and 
that God was seen to be all and in all. 
When an earthly inheritance is gone, 
when lands are eroded and stocks 
depreciated and money spent, the 
legacy of unvarying faith in God will 
be the most that we can pass to our 
children. 

Lord, may we make our children rich. 


AND NOW THY TWO SONS... SHALL 
BE MINE (48:5) December 19 
This is the heart of Jacob’s mes- 
sage from his bed. Leaning over the 
top of his staff he sees these two boys 
and announces that they belong to 
him. This is more than he was saying 
about any of his other grandchildren. 
Joseph and all the others knew that 
this act meant the adoption of these 
two boys into the place of headship 
of the tribes. They were becoming 
equal with their own father and in 
one sense they were surpassing him. 
If we seek to ask why things were 
done this way, we may find ourselves 
crying, “Oh, the depth of the riches 
both of the wisdom and knowledge of 
God! how unsearchable are his judg- 
ments and his ways past finding eut!” 
(Rom. 11:33). We are face to face 
with the sovereignty of God, admin- 
istered through a divine revelation to 
a man who was dying. Yet all sub- 
sequent history was to be touched by 
it. 
Lord, teach us to rest in Thy plans. 


AND THY ISSUE ... AFTER THEM SHALL 
BE THINE (48:6) December 20 
This phrase clinches the whole 
argument. The two eldest boys were 
not to be considered as Joseph’s in 
the inheritance, or in relationship to 
their father or their brothers, or their 
grandfather or their uncles, or in re- 
lationship to God. I have searched the 
whole divine revelation to try to find 
@ reason, and I do not find one given. 
God certainly could have done this in 
other ways. He could have let Jacob 
have more children by Rachel or 
Leah or the concubines. This was not 
the whim of an old, dying man. This 
was the highest faith of the life of 
Jacob, and is the one thing in his life 
which will be written down as the 
example of his faith when the New 
Testament presents the lives of the 
patriarchs. All we can do is bow be- 
fore the inscrutable wisdom of the 
Lord and admit that His sovereign 
will brings all things to pass, and that 
things are as they are because He 
wills them (Rom. 9:20, 21). 
Lord, we bow before Thy sovereign will.

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AND AS FOR ME (48:7) December 21 
Old people are like that. Jacob now 
wanders from the subject which he 
had begun and goes back to tell in- 
cidents in his life. We must expect 
this of our old people. “Did I ever 
tell you the story ...” they will be- 
gin, and they do not realize that they 
told it to you perhaps fifteen minutes 
before, and you must steel yourseli 
to listen to it for the seven thou- 
sandeth time. But it takes no psycho- 
analyist to look into the depths of 
Jacob’s subconscious mind and see 
him reliving the great moments of his 
life and his love. Jacob had children 
by at least four women, but Rachel 
was the only love of his life. Now, in 
the midst of his great act of faith in 
cleaving to the revelation of God 
concerning his children, his mind 
turns back to the great love of his life 
and the great loss that came to him 
when the Lord took his Rachel. 
Lord, make us stedfast in our love. 


RACHEL DIED BY ME... IN THE WAY 
(48:7) December 22 

He spins out the details. He 
trembles over each phrase. He is a 
very old man and he is dying. He has 
Rachel’s child in front of him. His 
mind is like an autumn day when the 
clouds blow sun and shadows across 
the valley. He had been out in the 
sun, and now the clouds come and his 
voice falters and his tears come. He 
tells the details. Rachel died. I was 
traveling. It was on the road to Eph- 
ratah. There was only a little bit of 
the journey left and she died along 
the road. We can see the halted cara- 
van, the tent thrown up for shelter, 
the whole scene of confusion. And 
then the maids wail, and the mourn- 
ing is spread through the camp, and 
Jacob moves along like a shadow 
without a body. He had met her when 
she was little more than a child and 
had served seven years and then a 
frantic week before he received her, 
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and then seven years more after he 

had her. And now she was gone. 
Lord, we thank Thee that we sorrow 
not as others who have no hope. 


WHO ARE THESE? (48:8) December 23 
He had been talking about them a 
moment before and had already made 
the great declaration concerning their 
adoption and inheritance. But his 
mind had wandered, and now he 
comes back to the scene before him. 
Here were two young men, about 
twenty years old by now, and Jacob 
hesitatingly brings himself back to 
the business at hand. As when a boat 
is blown momentarily off its course, 
Jacob grasps the tiller and brings the 
craft back with firm hand to drive in 
the direction of the will of God. These 
two boys, whose training had fitted 
them to be aristocrats in Egypt were 
to be taken from their place of ease 
and joined to their shepherd uncles 
and cousins, and become the despised 
and rejected of Egypt. Joseph had 
taught them their rightful place and 
they must have known of the cove- 
nant God from whom all their bless- 
ings came. Their turning from riches 
and privilege to the life of the Israel- 
ites in Goshen is a high example of 

faith and separation. 
Lord, guide our choices. 


HE KISSED THEM, AND EMBRACED THEM 
(48:10) December 24 

God does not dehumanize us when 
we are saved. Rather it is His grace 
that heightens every human rela- 
tionship and gives sharpest savor to 
all human love. One of the great 
accusations which God makes against 
the unsaved is that they become 
“without natural affection” (2 Tim. 
3:3). God Himself is love, and he 
that dwelleth in love dwelleth in God 
and God in him (1 John 4:16). Jacob 
had been touched by the Lord, and in 
spite of the fact that he was a trick- 
ster in financial deals he was a warm, 
loving human being with rich mem- 
ories of Rachel, and of Joseph whom 
he had prized and cherished above 
all others, and now, in his dying 
moments, he is able to put his arms 
around his grandsons and draw them 
to himself. 

Lord, we thank Thee for family ties. 


GOD HATH SHOWED ME ALSO THY SEED 
(48:11) December 25 

Jacob recalls his despair. The long 
years of gnawing pain over the sup- 
posed death of Joseph are recalled, 
and the fullness of joy at the knowl- 
edge that his son lived are now 
vividly brought to mind. This is the 
way God blesses us. We may think 
that we have lost something, but the 
gifts and calling of God are without 
any change of mind on His part 
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(Rom. 11:29). And though we may 
think that we have had a loss we 
shall find that it is made up to us, 
and exceedingly abundantly above all 
that we ask or think. Jacob sent a 
son out on an errand to his brothers 
and found, after a few years, the 
governor of Egypt, the supplier of all 
the need of himself and his family, 
land and a home and provision, pro- 
tection from famine and danger, and 
all this in the son he had thought lost 
forever. And in addition, he now 
holds in his arms two fine grandsons! 
Isn’t that just like God? 
Lord, we thank Thee for 
Thine abundance. 


HE BOWED HIMSELF WITH HIS FACE TO 
THE EARTH (48:12) December 26 
The relationship of sons with 
fathers in the Bible is a remarkable 
thing. Here, long before the time of 
the commandments, we find Joseph 
illustrating the word which God shall 
give through Moses, “Honor thy 
father and thy mother” (Ex. 20:12). 
Joseph was ruler in Egypt and by 
now was long accustomed to seeing a 
whole nation bow before him. Yes, 
he had seen his sheaf standing straight 
and the sheaves of his brothers bow- 
ing to his. And he had seen himself 
the center of a scene in which the 
sun and the moon and the eleven 
stars had bowed down to him. But 
now he clearly recognizes his filial 
place and bows low before the life 
that had given him life. This spirit 
must be in the one whose days are to 
be long in the land which the Lord 
has given to us. The last days are to 
be marked by juvenile delinquency 
(2 Tim. 3:2). 
Lord, give us this humility toward 
our aged ones. 
TOWARD ISRAEL’S RIGHT HAND (48:13) 
December 27 
Joseph understood the law of birth- 
right. It had probably been much dis- 
cussed in his youth, because the whole 
of the family history turned on the 
fact that Jacob, though the younger 
son, had received the blessing that 
ordinarily would have passed to 
Esau. Now Reuben was being re- 
placed in the birthright by Joseph, 
because Reuben had defiled his 
father’s bed. The matter is sorted 
out later (1 Chron. 5:1,2) for we 
read that Reuben was the firstborn, 
but ... [for the reason we have seen] 
his birthright was given to Joseph, 
though Judah prevailed above his 
brethren to become the father of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. In spite of all this 
Joseph had not fully learned the les- 
son of the sovereignty of God and 
wanted the blessing to pass to his 
eldest son. We learn slowly, but, 
thank God, we learn. 
Lord, teach us Thy ways. 
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GUIDING HIS HANDS WITTINGLY (48:14) 
December 28 

The old man may have been almost 
blind, and he was going to dismiss 
his spirit and die in a few minutes, 
but he had his wits about him. 
Human tradition had nothing to do 
with his blessing. He was not de- 
ceived with the thought that there 
was anything important in being the 
firstborn. If human parents spoil a 
first child, it is because they are so 
entranced with the fact that they 
have exercised their God-given 
functions of co-creators, and have 
proved that they have life to pass 
on to the next generation. When 
we look at some specimens of the 
human race and consider that they, 
too, are able to breed, it should re- 
move all pride from us. Jacob was 
not giving the blessing to the second 
son through sentiment because he, 
himself, was a second son. He was 


guiding his hands with the knowledge 
that came from obedience to the di- 
vine plan, and it would be written 
down in the New Testament that 
when he was dying he blessed both' 
the sons of Joseph. ~ 
Lord, may we be yielded to 
eternal purposes.

DID WALK (48:15) December 29 

It is a wonderful thing to have a 
family tradition of piety and godli- 
ness.

As he stood at the top of 
the hill looking back over his life 
there must have been mingled feel- 
ings as he thought of the grace of 
God and his own wandering steps. 
The path behind him was like that of 
a man with his dog. God had led by 
a line that was straight and true. 
Jacob had followed His Lord as a dog 
follows his master, going aside to sniff 
at every bush and running out of 
sight from time to time. But he had 
worn himself out with the struggle 
of life, and now he wanted no more 
wandering. He was content to walk 
like a tired dog, close to his master’s 
hand, and to show his devotion to the 
hand that had fed him and led him 
all the way. 
Lord, lead us, even when we stray. 


THE ANGEL WHICH REDEEMED ME FROM 
ALL EVIL (48:16) December 31 
The word angel means “messenger.” 
Here is one of the passages where it 
is applied to a member of the God- 
head Himself. How often God had 
come in some form that seemed to 
Jacob as a messenger. He knew that 
the messenger came from God, that 
the responsibility was God’s, and that 
the power displayed was God’s. Jacob 
had gotten himself into many 
troubles, but each time the Lord had 
come. to his aid and had gotten him 
out of all difficulties. It is interesting 
to note that Jacob describes his de- 
liverances in the language of redemp- 
tion. He had some spiritual insight by 
now. He may not have understood as 
much as his grandfather, when Abra- 
ham saw Christ’s day and was glad 
(John 8:56), but he did know that 
he had been protected from many 
unseen dangers by the Lord who took 
the stroke in Himself, and that he had 
been bought out of all the evil into 
which he had fallen. 
Lord, give us a daily sense of 
the cost of the cross.

cultivate the friendship of foreign 
students and see them repeatedly 
throughout the school year. Interna- 
tional Students, Inc. will, on request, 
send a letter of introduction to one 

on the campus nearest you. 

But first a word of caution. Foreign 
students are a select group. The 80 
who came from India under govern- 
ment scholarships last year were 
selected from among 80,000 appli- 
cants. Every man is top-notch in his 
field. So don’t expect them to swal- 
low the gospel whole with the first 
dose. They have keen analytical 
minds and are not likely to accept 
Christian truth until they have ex- 
amined it carefully. Most of them 
are agnostic—skeptical of all reli- 
gions. 

Friendships may be developed in 
many ways. Usually the best begin- 
ning is to invite a student: or two to 
your home for dinner. Afterward they 
might appreciate a look around the 
house. Do not overlook the furnace 
in the basement. Chances are they 
never saw one before. 


Follow-up Is Important 

For the second contact you might 
invite the students to return and pre- 
pare a meal for you. Japanese stu- 
dents love to take over our kitchens 
to prepare sukiyaki. It’s delicious, 
too. 

Another possibility for a second 
contact is to take the student along 
on a short weekend or holiday trip. 
They would love to meet your grand- 
parents, especially if they live on a 
farm or in a small town away from 
the noisy crowds of the big city. They 
would find equally enjoyable a trip 
to the mountains, a picnic or athletic 
event. 

For single persons short trips and 
outings are often the best ways to be- 
gin friendships with foreign students. 
Students at the University of Penn- 
sylvania have had excellent results 
taking foreign students home for the 
holidays and on weekend sight-see- 
ing trips to nearby points. 

Herein lies an opportunity for per- 
sons living within fifty miles of any 
large university, especially churches 
in rural communities. International 
Students, Inc. can send out a group 
of foreign students to spend the 
weekend. Christian families could en- 
tertain them Saturday night and 
Sunday morning all would go to 
church.

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questions about whether he has been 
saved. The reason for this policy is 
that the student thinks in a foreign 
language and. will not understand 
what you mean. First, he must learn 
entirely new concepts. For example, 
the average American knows what is 
meant by the English word “sin,” but 
there is no equivalent of this word in 
the Japanese language. If you say 
“sin” to a student from Japan, he will 
translate it into a concept in his own 
language which means to break with 
custom or tradition. If he is a loyal 
Japanese, he may not consider him- 
self a “sinner,” but if he should break 
with Japanese tradition and become a 
Christian, then he would be a great 
sinner. Once I asked (in English) a 
student at Tokyo University if he did 
not realize that he was a sinner. He 
replied that he was not yet a sinner 
but was seriously considering be- 
coming one. What he meant was that 
he was planning to become a Chris- 
tian. 

Similarly, if we speak of God to a 
Buddhist from Siam he translates the 
word into his own language and there 
comes to his mind not a concept of an 
Almighty Person but rather of in- 
finite nothingness. So he must de- 
velop an entirely new concept before 
he can believe in God. 

If you ask a Hindu whether he has 
accepted Christ, he will say, “Cer- 
tainly.” He accepts Christ as one of 
many incarnations of God—others in 
his mind would be Rama and Krishna 
and Buddha and possibly Gandhi. He 
must learn that there has been only 
one Incarnation. 

Because of these language concept 
difficulties we must be willing to work 
slowly with foreign students. One 
should not plan to work with them 
unless he is willing to follow through 
with unfailing patience and love. 


Ambassadors All

you lead a foreign student to Christ 
vou will, when he returns, send out 
a substitute who already knows the 
language and customs of his people. 
Many persons who plan to be mis- 
sionaries are prevented by ill health 
or family obligations. Others have 
had a term or two on the field but 
foreign governments will not permit 
them to return. Now all of these may 
be foreign missionaries right at home 
because the foreign field has come to 
us. Will you have a part in sending 
out another John Sung? Or is a 
future Matsuoka being formed by the 
cold shoulder he receives in your 
community? Now, as never before, 
we—all of us—are ambassadors for 
Christ, ambassadors to the future 
leaders of every nation.

During this year, more than 22,000 persons have studied the Word 
of God in M.B.I.’s day, evening and correspondence schools.
